PARNELL AND HIS ACCUSER 


THE. LONDON “TIMES” LIKELY 
10 LOSE ITS OASE. 
ITS NEWLY-DEVELOPED POLICY RE- 


,GARDED AS A SIGN OF FATAL WEAK- 
NESS—DR. MACKENZIE AND HIS BOOK.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—The coming meeting 
of the Parnell Commission already throws a 
shadow large and portentous enough to mo- 
nopolize political attention. The particulars 
of the charges made by the London Times, 
filed yesterday, show a general change of 
front on the part of the prosecutor. After 
years of virulent personal charges against 
Mr. Parnell and daring him to meet them, 
this assailant of all things Irish now 
turns around and tries to evade the 
consequences of its conduct by throwing 
out a big drag-net in the shape of vague 
allegations against the whole Irish party. 
No less than 65 [rish members have filed 
affidavits of answer, andif the Times suc- 
ceeds in fastening upon a single one of this 
number a solitary suspicious action, letter, 
or connection it.hopes thus te escape com- 
plete failure. But it is the general belief 
\that Justice Hannen will not permit this 
kind of subterfuge, but hold the Times to 
proof that its alleged Parnell letters are 
genuine. I am told that very conclusive 
evidence that they are forgeries has been 
secured in America. The assertion is even, 
made that the forger is well known, and the 
expectation is now quite general that the 
Times will be so badly beaten as seriously 
to damage its party in Parliament, particu- 
larly since it is settled that the Attorney- 
General is really to appear in its behalf. 

The .Mackenzie business has fallen very 
‘flat, and not even the arbitrary seizure of 
‘the book in! Germany: has served to ar- 
rest the growing conviction here that the 
English doetor has made a colossal mess 
of the matter. The truth is Dr. Mackenzie 
got a very bad case of big head a long time 
ago and has-entirely lost the sense of propor- 
tion in estimating the importance of him- 
self and his work. The only satisfaction 
for the long-suffering public is that the ad- 
vertising he is getting will not all be of a 
‘ profitable kind. 

The heroic statue of Gen. Gordon by 
Thornycroft, unveiled in Frafalgar-square 
to-day, is not only the finest thing there, 
except Landseer’s lions, which iudeed 
‘would be small praise, but is about the most 
satisfactory piece of sculpture in London. 
Unfortunately the fatality of English offi- 
‘eial bungling which hung over the Soudan 
hero in life pursued his memory even to- 
day. Owing to last year’s order prohibit- 
ing public gatherings in the square the un- 
veiling to-day had to be done by stealth at 
.an early hour in the morning. 

Cardinal Howard was conveyed to-day

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CONGRESS STILL LINGERS’ 


BUT THE END IS LIKELY T0; 
COME THIS WEEE. 

EACH BRANCH AWAITING ACTION BY | 
THE OTHER—THE INQUIRY INTO THE 
AQUEDUCT SCANDAL. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Each branch of 
Congress 1s waiting for the other to propose an 
adjournment sine die, and until one is satisfied 
that the other will not act first the subject hangs 
tire. It looked at one time to-day as if the Re- 
publiean Senators would, after. all, take the 
initiative in the movement to get away, but 
nothing came of it. Mr. Allison went so far as 
to draw up a resolution providing for a recess 
from Thursday to Nov. 19, and it was authori- 
tatively given out that it would be offered in the 
Senate this afternoon. The Iowa Senator wasin 
the chamber several hours, but when the op- 
portunity to offer the resolution presented itself 
he let it pass without action. He had heard 
that the House of Representatives had post- 
poned action upon the Oates adjournment reso- 
lution until to-morrow, and he decided to wait 
@ little leuger for the House to make the first 

roposal. It is possible, also, that he was in- 

uenced somewhat by the very vigorous man- 
nerin which Mr. Cockrell pointed out ‘the bad 
faith of the Republican pretense that they were 
trying to pass their bill and his assertion that 
the majority were simply trying totorce some 
tired-out Democrat to ask for adjournment. At, 
any rate,neither Mr. Allison nor any of his 
party colleagues made any suggestion looking 
to #n adjournment or a recess. 

The House alse failed to aet upon the resolu- 
tion offered yesterday by Mr. Oates. It was. 
ealled up by its autbor during the merning 
hourand the date changed from to-morrow to 
Thursday. Then Mr. Richardson moved to refer 
the resolution to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which would have effectually. disposed of it. 
for allgtime. Mr. McMillin a ge the wis- 
dom of that committee in declining to report a 
similar resolution offered by Mr. Oates some 
time ago, and he intimated that the majority of 
the committee were ef thesame epinion still. 
Finally Mr.W.C. P. Breckinridge, another mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee, moved 
to lay the resolution ever until to-morrow, and. 
this was ordered by the narrow majority of 2 in 
atotal vote of 44. In grieved tones Mr. Oates 
announced that,as he had failed to get the 
House adjourned, he would like to adjourn him- 
self, He therefore asked a leave of absence for 
the rest of the session, and his request was 
promptly granted. 

There are barely 60 members ef the House in 
town now, and this numberis growing smaller 
every day. It is arather amusing condition of 
affairs when a handful of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives get themselves so tangled up that 
they cannot even adjourn. The trouble is that 
neither Republicans nor Democrats can agree 
among themselves. The whole question has be- 
come one of party politics, and the difticulty in 
each party is to find a policy upon which all can 
agree. So long as one man helds out in either 

arty nothing Can be done, for a single demand 

or a quorum in either House would prevent 

the transaction of any business whatever 
exeept the adoption of a motion to adjourn 
or to take a recess for a period not 
exeeeding three days. An adjournment sine 
die requires the concurrent action of both 
houses, which in turn demands the vote of a 
—— if any member calls forit. But, despite 
the perplexities of the present situation, every- 
body expresses the belief that this is the last 
week of the session. Everybody thinks that in 
some way the end will be reached by Saturday 
at the latest. There are only three or four Sen- 
ators who wish to talk on the tariff before elec- 
tion and they can easily be heard to-morrow 
and Thursday. After these have made their 
speeches there will’ be nething left for either 
house to do.

Both houses have 
agreed tothe joint resolution permitting the 
unexpended appropriations for the aqueduct 
to be used in protecting the work already done 
inthe tunnel After Nov. 1 no new work will 
be done on the aqueduct, for when Congress 
learned of the scandalous condition of affairs in 
the tunnel it refused to appropriate auy more 
money for the work, pending the investigation 
which it immediately ordered. 


The Department of State has received a dis- 
patch from the United States Consul at Havre, 
France, in regard to importations of American 
lard, in which he says that eertain lard contain- 
ing vegetab® oil, having been held by the Cus- 
tom House at Havre for duty at 60 cents per 
100 peunds net, the General Administration of 
the Customs at Paris made a provisional de- 
cision on Sept. 24 to the effect that a duty of 15 
cents per 100 pounds net, any excess propor- 
tionately, wiil be levied on lard containing nos 
more than 25 per eent. of such admixture and 
so declared.

KILLED HIS FRIEND BY MISTAKE. 

BonuaM, Texas, Oct. 16.—A sad and dis- 
tressing tragedy eccurred last night a few miles 
south of this town. About 11 o’clock John A. 
Sims, who is well known in the southern part 
of the. county, came into town and gave himself 
up to the authorities, saying that he had killed 
Pleas Payve, a well-known farmer living 
eight miles seuth of this piace. His story of tne 
killing was substantially as follews: ‘Several 
months ago I had a difficulty with a man named 
Walls. Walls had two brothers, and Sunday 
night while I was at the home of the Walls I[ 
heard the three brothers plotting against me, 
and one of them said he intended to take my 
life the first oppertunity. I have been liy- 
ing at the house of Mr. Payne for some 
time, and last nights, a while after dark, 
Payne went out to the barn to feed the stook. 
He feft in his shirt sleeves, but while gone, for 
some reason or other, he put on his coat, thus 
changing his appearance. He also had when he 
started back to the house a stick in his hand 
whick 'resembled @ gun. I, thinking it was 
Walls comjnrg to put his threat into execution, 
Immediate tired on him twice with a revolver. 
He fell and oried out: ‘You have killed me!’ 
* Just what I aimed to do,’ I replied, still think- 
ing it was Walls. He soon expired, and upon 
going to him [found I had killed, through aeci- 
dent, my friend Payne.” Sims appeared almost 
frantie over the horrible accident, and as the 
men were the best of ¥riends Sims’s story is 
generally believed. He was placed in jatl pend- 
ing an examination. The affair has cast a gleom 
over the neighborhood, as both men were well 
thought of. °

This liquid, if applied to oertain woods, 
notably whitewvod, makes it absolutely tire-proof, 
and atalow cost, Mr, Atkinson regards this dis- 
covery one of the most important of the age, and 
one tliat will surely revolutionize fire insurance, a3 
well as immensely decrease the loss by fire. Tho 
invention is kept secret for the present. Only one 
foreigner—Sir Lyon Playfair, the English scientist 
—knows ofit. He corroborates all thatis claimed 
for the invention. and says that the inventor is 
@ bungling chemist, but that he has a faculty of 
blundering into the choicest secrets in nature’s 
laboratery. As soon as patents are perfected and 
capital interested zinc water will become an arti- 
cle of commerce,

MAYOR HEWITTS LETTER 


HE AOCOEPTS THE OITIZENS’ 
NOMINATION. 

TAMMANY DESCRIBED AS -A POLITICAL 

TRUST — MR. HEWITTY’S RECORD — 


WHAT THE CITY’s INTERESTS ARE. 
Mayor Hewitt has finally accepted a nomi- 
nation for a second term. He sent his letter of 
acceptance last evening to the committee ap- 
pointed at the Cooper Union citizens’ meeting 
toinform him of its action in making him its 
standard bearer. This letter is also intended, 
as Mayor Hewitt has stated it would be, as an 
acceptance of hig nomination by the County 

Democracy. The letter is as follows: 

NEW-YORK, Oct. 16, 1888. 

GENTLEMEN: 1 am in receipt of your letter of 
the dth inst., in which youinform me that at a 
citizens’ meeting, held at the Cooper Union, it 
was resolved thattI be requested to accept an 
independent nomination for Mayor, and that 
you were appointed a committee to commupti- 
cate the requést to me, and that, in performance 
of this duty, you tender me the nomination and 
ask me to acceptit. In the resolutions which 
accompany this request, it is declared that.‘‘ ali 
citizens, irrespective of party, are interested to 
see that public moneys are not squandered, that 
public health is not endangered, that public in- 
stitutions are not perverted from their proper 
work, that public instruction 1s made to ac- 
complish the mental and moral training of the 
city’s children, that crime is prevented, and, 
When committed, that it meets with sure and 
just punishment; that public property, parks, 
streets, public works, and public buildings are 
provided at the Jeast expense, and at the least 
expense are made to secure the best results; 
that taxes are diminished, public expenditures 
lightened, and that there is secured to the city 
the best government which it admits.” 

Itis self-evident that these beneficent resuits 
can only be secured by an administration of the 
City Government which loeks solely to the wel- 
fare of the people and not to tlie interest of any 
political organization. On any other cendition 
I weuld not consent to hold the office of Mayor. 
On this condition I was nominated by Tammany 
Hall two years ago, when it was overtaken by @ 
spasm of virtue in comsequence of a defection 
w its followers which threatened its very ex- 
istenee. It is not denied, even by Tammany 
Hall, that the only pledge then made—thas [ 
would prefer the public interest to all personal 
and partisan considerations—has been faith- 
fully kept. Why, then, does Tmmauy Hall de- 
clare that I must, at all hazards, be excluded 
from tbe office of Mayor! The auswer 
is to be found in the fact. that the 
incoming Mayor will have the appointment of 
23 Commissioners and heads of departments for 
terms so long as to control the Government of 
the city, withits vast expenditures, for many 
years tocome. The one dominant and inerad- 
icable idea in Tammany Hull is that the City 
Government exists for the purpose of securing 
office and patronage to its leaders and followers. 
To this idea the politics uf the State and Nation 
are always subordinated. This fixed and un- 
changeable purpose constitutes the great dauger 
to the honest administration of the City Gov- 
ernment, and when it bas been successful it has 
covered the city with shame ana filled its Gov- 
ernment with fraud. Siuce the collapse of the 
Tweed ring the efforts of Tammany Hall to got 
the controlof the City Guverument has been 
defeated by the people, Whvuse memory of 
the past is atil tuo fresh to allow the 
disastrous experiment of ring rule to be re- 
peated. My predecessors, unable to Satisfy the 
demauds of ‘‘tammany Hal), have equally with 
myself been placed under the bun of its con- 
demnatior. The leader whom ‘Tammany Hall 
has for the second time selected as the only 
man whom it can really trust to take care of its 
interests, so long ago us June, 1887, denounced 
me for not giving to his orgusization its proper 
spare of the appointments in wy sift, and from 
that time my efforts to zet legislative authority 
to effeet needed reforms and improvements 
were resisted by the henchmen vc Tammany 
Hall in the Common Counvil and the Legisr 
lature. 

TAMMANY A POLITICAL TRUST. 

Any other result is impossible from the pe- 
cullar constitutien of the partisau organization 
known as Tammauy Hull, which in 1ts essence 


is a pelitical trust, admiuistered iu secret, some- 
times by a single tan, and at other times by a 
small vlique of mon, for the purpose of securing 
the spoils vf office for themselves and their fol- 
lowers. [n this country Of universal suffrage 
there is ne safety in secret political societies, 
against which Washingtun in tis farewell ad- 
dress uttered an itipressivo Warning. All at- 
tempts to reform the purposes and metheds of 
Tammany Hall havo uiteriy fuileud. After the 
downtall of Tweed iwany lexding Democrats, in- 
cluding Gov. Tii@@n, Mr. Belmont, Mr. Bariow, 
Mr. Winthrop Chanicr, and vthers, took posses- 
sion of the organization with a view to tts ref- 
ormation. Atthis time | became one of the 
Sachems, and fora short psriod we succeeded 
in intreducing genuine Democratic methods. 
But its follewers rebel.ed and the inherent vice 
of asecret organization suun asserted itself and 
the control paseed praciically into tae hands of 
asingle mau whose will waslaw. At the meet- 
ing held in 1880, at which tbe County Democ- 
racy was organized ou the basis of publicity, I 
made the following statement: 

“Tammany Hall is a machine, the funda- 
mental principle of which is at war With the 
true Democratic idea. Its source of power is 
notin the people, but in uw secret society wiaich 
has no place in the Democratic scheme. So 
long as @ leader can contrel the secret seciety 
he has exelusive possession of the headquarters 
of the machine which is lodged within its four 
walls, Solong as this machine can get a fol- 
lowing the voice of pubic opimion will never 
reach the ear of the engineer who does not 
choose to hear. No doubt the original purpose 
was <ood, and no doubt in wise and patriotic 
hands such an institution might ve made 
productive of good results; but even in the 
wisest and best hands it is an anomaly which 
experience has shown should not be perpetuat- 
ed, and cannot be tolerated with safety to the 
great principle of individual right, upon which 
the Democratic Party has planted its fourca- 
tions and staked its existence.” 

This statement is as true to-day as it was in 
1880. hen honest men control Tauimany 
Halli they are the helpless victims of a bad priz- 
cinle of pelitical action from whic there is no 
escape, except in retirement from lta manage- 
ment. At times, however, itis necessary to as- 
sume a@ Virtue which it does not possess, ag it 
the case of the last Mayoralty election. At 
other times, when the opportunity appears to 
be favorable, it makes a bold strike for unlimited 
power inorder to satisfy the demands of its 
supporters for place ani patronage. Four 
years ago, when a Presidential election was 
pending, It placed in nomination for Mayor the 
very candidate who now again seeks the sul 
frages of ths people. And yet it professes to ba 
very much concerned as to the effect of divided 
Democratic local nominatious upon the national 
ticket. 

RESPECTS TO HUGH J. GRANT. 

If there is any sincerity in these professions 
let Tammany Hall promptly offer to your com- 
mittee the privilege of naming a respectable 
and independent Democrat for Mayor, whose 
election will be thus assured without peril to 
the Electoral tickets and without endangering 
the saiety of the City Government. This propo- 
sition 1s strictly in accordance with my course 
from the very outset of this campaign. Forc- 
seeing this condition of affairs, and being 
very desirous, for personal reasous, to be 
relieved frem the responsibilitics of office, [ 
took occasion, very early, to announce that if 
the Democratic orgunizatious in this city would 
agree upon & candidate whose character would 
give assurance to the public of an independent 
and honest administration, I would not allow 
my name to be used; bui I added that if either 
of these organizations should place a candi- 
date in pnomination fer the purposes of se- 
curing in its interest the enormous patron- 
age which will be controlled by the next 
Mayor of this eity, | would, if nominated, test 
the question whether the people of tls city de- 
sired its Government to be administered for the 

ersonal advantage of politicians and their fol- 
owers or in the geueral interest of all its in- 
habitants. In the face of this declaration Tam- 
many Hailhas deliberately nominated one of 
its own leaders, who can be relied upon to use 
the office for all if is worth in the interest of 
the organization to which he belougs. Tam- 
many Hall has therefore created the very con- 
dition of aftairs in which I declared that [ 
would not feel at liberty to decline to be a can- 
didate for re-election. The responsibility for 
the result rests upon Tammany Hall and vot 
upon me, and it requires considerable effrontery 
to assert that it is otherwise. The offer now 
made will, however, teat the sincerity of the 
rofessions by which, for the last few days, it 
as sought to prejudice my candidacy with 
earnest and honest Democrats, 

If, however, Tammany Hall shail decline to 
submit the selection of the candidate to yeur 
decision, on the sole condition that he shall be 
a Democrat ip good standing othor than myself, 
I have concluded that itis my duty to test the 
question whether the City Government is one of 
the people, for the people, and by the people, or 
whether it is the private property of Tammany 
Hall, to be used fer the benelit of the members 
of that organization. Itvis proper for me to add 

that [ have no personal feeling in this matter 
and ne other interests to subserve than that 
which belongs toevery citizen. I must warn 
you, however, that the interests and elemeuts 
arrayed against my election are very powerful, 
and unless I shall reeeive the support of all citt- 
zens whe desire honest government in the in- 
terest of the whole people, whether they ell 
themselves Democrats or PP Tam- 
many Hall may be successful in the coming 
election, aud the experiment will be once more

responsible to the people, but who owe their 
tion entirely to the will of a secret body 
under the control of a po'itical oligarchy. 

Tf I am right in this view of the situation, the 

reonal character of the candidates is of winor 
mportance, but inasmuch as it has been areas 
in some quarters that my administration has 
been prolific in letters, but barren of practical 
results, I think I ought to ca)l the attention of the 
yoke very briefly tethe improvements which 

ve been initiated or accomplished duringmy 
term of office. The first matter whieh received 
attention was the existence and rapid growth 
of disreputable places of resert known as 
“divés,” in which the youth of the sity 6f both 
sexes Wéote being corrupted, They were closed 
up within three months after the beginning of 
my terin of office. The second matter whith 
required immediate attention was the accumu- 
lation of business in the criminal courts, which 
practically gave immunity to certain classes of 
crime. This evil was promptly met by the es- 
tablishment of a third branch of the Court of 
Sessions, and by securing from the Légtslature 
the appeintment of an additional Judge. The 
result has been a vast improvement in the.con- 
dition of the calendars and im the prompt pun- 
ishment of crime. 

Abuses of every Kind pervaded tne city, for 
which no remedy seemed to exist. I invited 
complaints of violations of law, and in all cases 
caused investigation to be made, and where the 
compiaint was signed transmitted the result 
promptiy te the complainant. The result of 
this course has been very greatly to relieve the 
public from many annoyances, anid to create 
among the public officers a very much higher 
standard of duty. Above all, the poor and 
the friendless have never been reiused adwis- 
sien to my office, and wherever it was possible 
to redress a grievance the complaints of the

those which have come from the more prosper- 
ous elasses of the community. 


The institutions of charity were found to be | 


in a very demoralized condition. The lunatic 
asylums, in particular, were overcrowded. 
Prompt measures were taken to lease addi- 
tional accummodations, and as soon as the 
necessities Of the institutions could be defined 
provision was made fer the improvements 
which were imperatively required to eradicate 
the defects wnich had been long the subject of 
unavailing complaints. 4 

It was found that the public schoeis were in- 
adequate, as they still are, for the accommeda- 
tion of the children of thecity. Time is re- 
quires to remedy this crying evil, but overy 
dollar that could be expended in this direction 
has been cheerfully appropriated by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, and authority 
has been secured trom the Legislature to pro- 
¥ide the additional school buildings which are 
imperatively required. 


SOME OF THE CITY’S NEEDS. 

The cleaning of the streets was In a very un- 
satisfactory condition. The removal of ashes 
and garbage was a source of general complaint. 
By a change in the system most of these evils 
haye been removed, but there are inherent diffi- 


onlties, owing to the peculiar manner in which 
tbis city is laid out, which will always make this 
branch of the public business unsatisfactory. 
The chief difficulties in keeping the streets clean 
were found to be, firat, the want of adequate 
appropriations, and secondly, and more import- 
ant, the condition of the pavements. Every dol- 
lar which the law allows was appropriated for 
the repair of the pavements and for the repav- 
ing of those portions of the streets which re- 
quire to be renewed. But the sum which the 
law allows for this purpose is entireiy inade- 
quate to Keep the streets in good condition. An 
effort was therefore made to secure legislation 
authorizing the expenditure of $3,000,000 for 
the purpose of putting tne streets in goed order; 
but this movement was resisted by the Board of 
Aldermen, whose President, now a candidate 
for re-election, voted against the proposition. 
It was, therefore, not enacted by the Legisla- 
ture. Ip the meantime, wuatever was possible, 
under the autherity vested by law in the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, has been done; and 
if ‘he convition be, as it is, Unsatisfactory, it is 
due not to the want of zeal, but to the inexcusa- 
Die failure of the Common Council to pass the 
ordinances reauired to expend the money ap- 
propriated, and to the waut ol authority to un- 
deriake a general revewal, which can only be 
secured through legislative action. 

The commerce of this citv is bammpere by the 
want of adequate dock accommodations, A 
large expenditure is required and has been au- 
therizei since [ came into office, and during the 
HeXL two years it wil be possible to remove 
some of the embarrassments waich now inter- 
fare with the ousiness of thecity. Before, huw- 
ever, perinanent relief can be furnished, certain 
legal questions now pending in the courts must 
be decided; and In accordance with my request, 
persoualiy made io the Judges of the Court 
of Appeals, the decision will shortly be handed 
down. 

A very great improvement has been effected 
in lessening the obstructions which have existed 
from time immemorial in the streets, and at 
leugth ordinances have just been adopted by 
the Common Council, under legislative sane- 
tion, which will regulate the occupation of the 
streets tor trucks, and for the sale of fruit and 
hews)aocers within the steop line, remeving all 
such incumorances from the side» aiks., 

The necessity for small parks in the crowded 
portions of the city was so apparent that steps 
were taken immediately upon my coming into 
olfice to secure legislation to authorize their 
establisiment, and under the law then passed 
one such park has been laid out under the ad- 
vice of the Board of Health in that crowded 
portion of the Sixth Ward, known as * The Mul- 
berry Bend.”’ The Corlears Hook Park has been 
finally established, and an extension of the 
East River Park authorized in order t.. meet the 
demands upen its space, which was not ade- 
quate for the crowded population of the neigh- 
borhood. Other parks are now under considera- 
tion, and I shall hope, if the administration of 
the City Government shall continue in the 

resent hands, to seeure the establishment of at 

east five parks south ef Fourteenth-strect. In 

the meantime, however, the small inelosures in 
various parts of the city, which have hereto- 
fore been closed to the public, have been 
ordered to be opened, and some of them are 
already in operation, greatiy to the satisfaction 
Ras snore sans of the peuple of the neighbor- 
hood. 


PUBLIC OFFICE A PUBLIC TRUST. 

Especial attention has been given to the set- 
tlement of all outstanding accounts in whieh 
the city has an interest. Overdue assessments 
and taxes have been energetically collected and 
all the current business of the city has been 


disposed of as promptly as circumstances would 
admit; andithink {am safe iu saying that at 
no period in the reeent history of the city has 
ita business been in so satisfactory « condition 
in all departments of the Government. The 
iden of politival patronage has been discouraged 
as far as possible, and, excepting the Commis- 
sioners whom it bas been my duty to apyoint, 
I have neither recommended nor requested the 
appointment of a single person in any of the 
dspariments of the City Goverument, but have 
held the Commissioners to whom the law gives 
the power of appointment te rigid responsibii- 
ily tor the character and service of the em- 
pileyes. 

[take the greatest satisfaction, hewever, in 
the improvement made by the reorganization 
of the Board of Health, rendered possible by 
the removal of its former President by my pred- 
ecessur and its approval by the Gevernor 
after I came into office. It is safe to say that 
the city was in a position of very great danger. 
The whole s-rvice was demoralized. There was 
no adequate inspection of the tenement houses, 
and, iu the crowded portions of the city con- 
tagious diseases Were very general, and great 
apprehension existe that, in the warm weather 
of the coming Summer, there woult be an out- 
break of disease which would do infinite dam- 
age te the business interests of the city as well 
as te the safety of its inhabitants. The appoint- 
ments made have given general satisfaction. 
The department is so thoroughly organized that 
no apprehension has existed in the public mind, 
evep though the city has been exposed to the 
dangers of chulera and yellow fever. For the 
first time in its history no case of smalipox ex- 
ists within the city limits, and all the other con- 
tazious diseases, which have been sv fatal to 
children, are pow under perfect control, so 
that we may all rest secure against the spread 
of diseases from which thereis no adequate 
protection except in the efficiency of the Board 
of Health. 

I have made this brief enumeration not for 
the sake of securing any praise for myself, but 
rather that the city officers, whe administer its 
Government, May have the credit which be- 
jengs to them tor the improvements which 
have been made pussible from the fast that tne 
head of the City Government has supported 
them in all reasonable demaands for additional 
expenditures thus required in the public inter- 
est. There is, therefore, at present, in the City 
Government, great cause for general congratu- 
lation. Many of the Commissioners belong to 
the organization whieh opposes “ re-election. 
I therefore refer people who are disposed to un- 
dervalue what has been accomplished to these 
gentiomer for infermation, and I particularly 
request that the President of the Department 
of Charities and Correction shall be asked to 
give his testimeny as to the manner in @#hich 
the Mayor has dealt with the department under 
his control. 

The imperative need for rapid transit has ro- 
ceived the most careful consideration, and after 
eonsultation with eminent authorities a scheme 
was devised and submitted to the Legislature 
by which the new avenues of communication 
could be constructed without cost to the city, 
while the ownership of the property weuld be 
forever secured to the commonalty. This 
proposition was resisted by the Board of Alder- 
men, whose President, Mr. George H. Forster, 
made an argument against it before the legisia- 
tive committce and caused its defeat. 

Lsucceeded betterin the effort to secure the 
reorganization of the Aqueduct Commission 
and in the movement to put the Quarantine 
establishment in proper order to protect the 
city from the dangers of infection. The new 
cemmissions in both instances are in successful 
operation, guarding the interests of the city in 
matters of vital moment to its health and eon- 
tinued prosperity. 

In accepting the invitation of my fellow-citi- 
zeps, Which has been ratified and indorsed by 
the County Democracy, to be again a candidate 
for the office which I now fill, [ feel thatlam 
performing to the best of my ability the duty 
which belongs to me as a citizen, andif all oth- 
er citizens will go to the polls in the same spirit 
1 have sesented to the use of my name, [ 
think there can be no doubt as to the result. 
Buatif the public are indifferent, and the Tam- 
many organization shall sucveed in its purpose 
to control the City Government, while L shall 
recard the result ae iamentabie { sugll be re- 
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| been cardinal principles in

HI8 VIEWS ON IMMIGRATION. 

I observe in some quarters a disposition to 
oppose my re-election on thé ground of views 
which I entertain on questions which have no 
reference whatever to muhicipal busindss. This 
seems to me to be a very illogical ¢ourse, be- 
cause, in fact, the government of thia city has no 
concern with national polftics nor with the 

rinciplés Upon Which tariff or neturalization 
aws shall be framed. I think my past career 
shows that I am free from intolerance and big- 
etry as to race and creed, 

My views as to immigration are contained in 
the following declaration of the Demovratic 
national platform of 1884: 

‘In reaflirming the declaration of the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1856, that ‘the liberal prin- 
ciples embodied by Jefferson in the Declaration 
of Independeuce and sanctioned in the Conati- 
tution, Which makes ours the Jand of liberty 
and the asylum of the eppressed, have ever

and a considerable portion of the er ag

which cannot be regarded as desirable, es- 
pecially by our citizens of foreign birth. Wheth- 
er it shall be regulated by changing the term of 
tiga td residence before vaturalization, or 

y the application of ether more substantial 
tests of fitness for citizenship, is a queation 
which deserves and is receiving the thoughtful 
study of patriots and statesmen, but all are 
agreed that new and more stringent limitations 
are necessary, A casual ramark as to the exten- 
sion of the term of residence, intended more to 
call attention to the subject than to formu- 
late a policy, Ras been absurdly magnified in 
some quarters as evidence of my hostility toour 
foreign-born citizens. But asa mutter of fact I 
have always been most strenuous in asserting 
the absolute equality of native and foreign born 
citizens us to rights and privileges. I have not 
and never have had any sympathy with the 
Know-Nothing movement which sought to deny 
office to citizens of foreign birth and toleration 
to religious belief. On the centrary, the rec- 
ord shows that I have not hesitated to 
appoint to office citizens of foreign birth, 
aud if I shall be re-elected I shall certainly not 
make nativity the test of fitness for office. But 
on the general question of preserving the purity 
of suffrage and the dignity of citizenship, I 
stand, where I always have stood on the declara- 
tious of the Democratic platform, just as I am 
the warn advusate of revenue reform, and in- 
tend to support and vote for the Democratic 
candidates for President and Vice-President, 
But surely this fact cannot have any bearing 
upon the local government of this city, which 
ought to be divorced as far as possible frum na- 
tional politics, 

So far as naturalization is concerned, there 
would be much less ground for complaint ir the 
provisions of the existing law were carefully 
enforced according to its spirit and intent, but 
as it seems to have become, exeept in rare in- 
stances, practically a dead letter, the public 
safety demands protection from the dangerous 
infusion of that kind of immigration which the 
country cannot assimilate. 

Unless, therefore, a better candidate can be 


found, asI have suggested, [ accept the nemi-° 


nation which you have tendered with a grateful 
sense of the confidence of the highly-respecta- 
ble bocy of my fellow-citizeus whom yeu rep- 
resent in my fitness for the office, which I have 
administered to the best of my ability, solely in 
the public interest.

KIGHT PERSONS KILLED. 


THE CONSFQUENCES OF A FLAGMAN’S 
NEGLECT OF DUTY. 

Mavucu Crunk, Penn., Oct. 16.—A wreck 
occurred on the Pottsyiile Division of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad near Tamanend, about 8 
o’clock this morning between a Lehigh gravel 
train and a Pennsylvania Railroad fast freight. 
Tne flagman did not get back far enough to 
signal the freight, which struck the caboose of 
the gravel train, the latter containiag a Batch 
of Hungarian laborers, six of whom were in- 
stantly kilied. Twen.y-six were injured, two of 
them dying while being conveyed to the hos- 
pital. The gravel train was backing on a sid- 
ing when the freight train, which was running 


on orders, approached at a high rate of speed 
and went crashing into the cars ahead. The 
news of the wreck was immediately telegraphed 
to the railroad officers, who arrived on the 
scene in a short time, and did all in their power 
to make it comfortable for the suffering ones. 
Several physicians were summoned. The in- 
jured were removed to the Miners’ Hospital, at 
Ashland, and as they were ali Hungarians with 
two exceptions, no names could be secured. 
The Deputy Coroner of Tamanend impan- 
eled & jury, and testimony will be taken to- 
morrow. The killed and injured men were all 
on the gravel train, with the exception of one, 
a brakeman on the Pennsylvania train, 
who was killed on hisown train. So far as is 
knewn the responsibility rests upon the 
shoulders of the flagman, who failed to flag the 
freigbt train in time to prevent the accident. 
Tne following persons are known to have been 
killed: William Goulden of Nescopec, brake- 
man on the Pennsylvania freight train; George 
Petrey of Rockport, brakeman on the Lehigh 
Valley train; Jeseph Hoskinisi, Mike Catiliki, 
John Sowinski, Ludwig Pike, Jonn Levunkie, 
and Joseph Loverski, whe were employed on 
the gravel train. Two others of the injured are 
in a critical condition.

JOHN WENTWORTH. 

John Wentworth died at the Sherman 
House, Chicago, early yesterday morning. Miss 
Roxana Wentworth, his daughter; Samael 
Wentworth, hie brother; Mary F. Porter, a sis- 
ter, and Moses J. Wentworth, his hephew, were 
the only ones at the bedside when the last hour 
eame. 

There hayes been fewer ficures in Chicago that 
have been known to more persons than that of 
Jobn Wéntworth. His tail form was encountered 
in the principal streets so often that * Long 
John’ seemed almost omnipresent. His pe- 
culiarities as well as his renown made him 
marked. Mr. Wentworth belonged to an oid 
and famous New-Engiland family. His grand- 


father, Amos Coggswell, was a Colonel under 
Gen. Washington’s command, and the name of 


| John Wentworth, Ris paternal grandfather, ap- 


pears among the names signed to the articles 
of contederation, His father’s farm was just 
outsiue of the town of Sandwich, Strafford 
County, N. H., and was at the foot of Mount 
Terael, It was here that Mr, Wentworth was 
born, March 5, 1815,in the midst of all the 
excitement of the second war for independence, 
In 1827 young Wentworth went to reside with 


a relative at Gilmanutown, N. H., where he re- 


ceived instruction in Asa Emerson Foster's 
Academy. It was the years following, while 
in the Wolfeborough Avademy, that his 
tirst essay at forensic power was made, the lad 
declaiming Webster's eulogy on Adums and Jef- 
ferson, This started him fairly, and thence on 
he was prominent in all the debating clubs in 
the vicinity, prolific witn such organizations. 

When 16 years old Mr. Wentworth taught 
school in New-Hampton and then resumed his 
own studies 1p the academy in South Berwick, 
Me. In 1832 he entered Dartmouth College, 
ana, taking a deep interest in local politics, was 
made a delegate to the County Convention. 
Four years later John Wentworth, who had 
been already singled out for future prominence, 
resolved to go West and practice law, and so he 
started with $100 in his wallet. The juurney in 
those days to Chicugo was blocked with ail 
sorts of difficulties, but the young man was de- 
termined, and so when he get to theend of atage 
transportation at Michigan City, Ind., he walked 
the remainder of the distance, arriving at his 
destination Oct. 25,1836. He entered upon the 
study of law with Henry Moore, and 
subsequently became one of the editors 
of the Chicago Democrat He became 
through this medium a =—Ileading force 
in municipal affairs, and three years after his 
arrival in Chicago he owned the newspaper. In 
1843 he was sent to Congress, where he re- 
mained four suceessive terms, In 1857 Mr. 
Wentworth was nominated for Mayor of Chicago, 
and was elected by a large majority. He was 
re-elected in 1860, and frequently refused nom- 
inations since then. In 1861 he was a member 
of acommittee to revise the Constitution of 
Illinois, and the same year he served as member 
ofthe Board of Education. Between 1863 and 
1864 he was Police Commissioner, and did val- 
uable service at the timeof the Confederate 
raid upon Camp Douglas. In 1867 Dartmouth 
College conferred upon Mr. Wentworth the de- 
gree of LL. D., and July 2, 1873, he was elected 
President of the Alumniof the New-Hampton 
Academical Inatitution. In 1882 and 1883 he 
was President of the Alumni Assoviation of 
Dartmouth College. In 1850 he was a Vice- 
President of the Republican National Conven- 
tion, but was declared ineligible by the majority 
report which confirmed Congressional district 
representation. 

Mr. Wentworth married Roxanna Marie 
Loomis of Troy, N, Y., Nov. 13, 1844, whe died 
Feb. 5, 1870. Of the five children born to them 
nord Miss Roxanna Atwater Wentworth is now 
living. 


Boston, Oct. 16.—A dispatch from Han- 
over, N. H., gives interesting details regarding 
John Wentworth’s connection with Dartmouth 
College. Itsays: “The death of John Went- 
worth of Chicago remeves another of Dart- 
mouth’s prominent Alumni, and a very active 
friend of the college. It has been generally un- 
derstood that be weuld leave the college a gen- 
erous amount in his will, and his dislike of the 
present management oot prevented him from 
giving more during his lifetime. He gave the 
college $10,000 duriug President Smith’s ad- 
ministration. He was always a prominent 
figure at the Commencements, and was here last 
at the centennial of the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
two years ayo. He oppesed the attempt of the 
young Alumni to secure a vote in the manage- 
mentof the college, and always protested 
against the introduction of the elect- 
ive system into the college eurricu- 
lum. He said the older Dartmouth 
Alumni in the West were conspicuous 
for their well-rounded education. He was a 

rominent debater in college, and was a mem- 

er of the old Frater Society. He oppused 
granting the degree ef LL. D. to Ben Butler 
when application was first made, In reply toa 
request from the students to helpin building 
the ball cage for Winter practice of the nine he 
wrote ever a week ago that they hada blank 
sight better give more attention to their atudies 
and less to baseball. An oil portrait of him by 
Tenny was placed in the art gallery two years 
ago. He received the degree ef LL. D. frem 
the college 1n 1867, and was fer a long time 
President of the Alumni Association. Dr. 8. CO. 
Bartlett, now President of the college, was a 
graduate in the class with him.’’ 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
John W. Gillies died yesterday at his home, in 
Haverstraw, Rockland County, N. Y., in his seven- 


ty-third year. He was an extensive brick manu- 
facturer and large real estate owner, and one of the 
leading men in the village. He leaves a fortane of 
about $250,000. His widow and three children sur- 
vive him. He was a leading member of the Meth- 
odist Church. His two brothers, James W. Gillies 
and Wright Gillies, are residents of this city. 


Lord Mount-Temple, the stepson of , Lord 
Palmerston, is dead. He was a soneft Lady Cowper, 


sister of Lord Melbourne, who was Prime Minister 
in 1836. Lord Mount-Temple sat in the House of 
Commons from 1335 to 1380. He was Lord of the 
Treasury in 1841, a Lord of the Admiralty from 
1846 to 1851 and again from 1853 to 1855; Under 
Secretary of the Home Department, President of 
the Board of Health from 1355 to 1858, Vice- Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade and Paymaster-General, 
and Chief Commissioner of Works from 1860 to 
1866. He became a peer in 1880.

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PLAOING TAB GUILT. 
FLACCONIO’S DEATH LIKE THAT OF 
AN ALLEGED VICTIM. 

» Natalo Sabatino is the Italian the polite 
suspect of mufdering Antonio Flacconio, whose 
body was found with a stab wound in thé 
heart lying on the sidewalk outside of Cooper 
Union Sunday evening. Sabatino comes nearer 
corresponding to the description given by the 
young Irishman who was an accidentai sye- 
Witness of What appeared to him to be nothing 
more than a street fight. Sabatino is a prisoner 
inthe Tombs. He has declared that he isin- 
nocent, but unfortunately for him some of«the 
statements made by him were such palpable 
falsehoods that the police distrust him. “Tf 
feel contident,” said Capt. McCullagh of the 


Fourteenth Precinct last evening, “that 
Sabatino is the man. The case. against him is 
imperfect yet, but | am fairiy confident of és- 
tablishing his guilt beyond all-reasonable doubt. 
Since the preliminary iuvestigation it has been 
my theory that some one Who was with Fiae- 
conio in the restaurant at 8 St. Mark’s-place 
Sunday evening committed thecrime, . Whether 
it was the resuit of a quarrel in the place or 
the final actin a vendetta were questions that 
came up a8 a matter of eourse, They have yet 
to be answered. I have never entértained the 
idea that Farach, the Brooklyn phutoyrapher, 
whose brother it ia alleged was killed in a duel 
by Flacconio in 1884, was concerned in tne 
murder. Farach was at home Sunday night, 
and the murderer earried the kniie from the 
little Italian restaurant. To me there is noth- 
ing so mysterious or perplexing about the case 
as outsiders have been made to Delieve. Give 
usa little more time and the story will be re- 
vealed.” 

Not only was Capt. McCullagh at work on 
the case yesterday with his precinct detect- 
ives, but two Italian wembers of Inspector 
Byrne's staff gave attention toit. Many per- 
sons were examined during tne day about the 
case, but there were no more arrests on sus- 
picion. Frank Aita, one of the prisoners, and 
Giuseppe Sechegyi, a detained witness, were at 
the office ef Coroner Eidman yesterday for 
about an hour. Scheggi’s testimony was too 
vague to be of any value. 

After Scheggi had made a statement he was 
marched off to the House ef Detention, and 


Aita, who could bot cenceal his anger at being, 


involved, was taken te the Tombs as a tempo- 
rary prisoner. 

The police have extracted a great deal of in- 
formation from the waiter which they are with- 
hoiding. He is the only one of the persons 
apprehended whe is apparently frank. His 
story relating to the movements of Sabatino 
Sunday evening were awkwardly contradicted 
by the prisoner. He hasa half interest in the 
restaurant with Giuseppe Canizzare, whois in 
the Tombs temporarily. The latter resognized 
the knife at once, but Sabatino asserted that he 
ah saw the weapon before or ahytning

Photographer Farach was Be gor md sur- 
prised yesterday when inform that he might 
be asked if he had avenged his brother’s death. 
‘* Flaeconio,” said the photographer bitterly, 
*“touilly murdered my brother at Silver Lake, 
Staten Island, four years ago. I never saw him 
but once after he was released. He died of a 
heart wound like my brother. I am innocent of 
murder, but [do not mourn Flacconio’s violent 
death. He beggea my forgiveness two years 
ago and got it in consideration that he would 
keep out of Brooklyn.” The photographer’s 
story of his brother’s death is to the effect 
that he and Flaccenio were partners and 
quarreled over the disposition of $500. joes 6 
agreed to asacttle it quickly by a duel, 
apd started for Staten Island on a 
Sunday to fight to the death with swords, 
Farach’s body was feund the next day. He had 
been stabbed in the buck and the $500 was 
missing. Flacconio was suspected and arrested, 
but the evidence against him was regarded by 
the authorities as insufficient.

DR. LEPPA DISOHARGSD, 


HIS TREATMENT OF YOUNG RAFO IN- 
PORSED AS REGULAR. 

Justice Gorman held an examination at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday in 
the case of Dr. John J. Leppa, having an office 
at 191 Spring-street, charged with causing the 
death of Charles Rafo, 16 years old, of 68 


Thompson-street, by the administration of ether 
and chloroform. 


The doctor got into the éustody of thé police 
under rather peculiar circumstances. He is a 
regularly-license practitioner and lives ia 
Newark, N, Je He was called to see young Rafe 
two or three times Monday afternoun, and, when 
on his last Visit, be toid Mra. Rafo that her son 
wae dying. S0v0n after this the boy died. Then, 
with a cry of aber, the woman said: “ You 
have kilied my boy,” and then followed a great 
cemmobtion in thé house. Dr. Leppa said the 
woman rushed out into the street and a fot of 
her Italian neighbors swarmed into the place. 
He was, he says, pretty reughly hapdied and 
was glad to escape from the piace without get- 
ting into more serious trouble. 

He had to hide in the hallway from the in- 
furiated Mrs. Rafo until she went into the 
street. When he left the place he waa chased 
aiong the street by a crowd of Italians) He 
dodged the crowd by running around two tracks 
in the street, and suceeeded in reaching a po 
licowan before the crowd got up with him. Tha 
policeman took him to the Prinece-street police 
Btation, Where he was detained. 

An autopsy showed that the boy died of syn- 
cope, or heart failure. Dr. Leppa said that he 
administered choroform to the boy te relieve 
hiw from bis intense suffering, and that his 
treatment of the case was quite ordinary and 
in accordance with the practice generally fol- 
lowed In such cases of convulsions.

BEAUTIFUL AND RARE SPECIMENS DIS- 


POSED OF AT GOOD PRICES, 


That orchid culture is on the increase in 
this country no one who attended the great 
auction sale hela yesterday at the rooms of 
Yound & Elliott, 54 and 56 Dey-street, could 
doubt. There have been large sales of orchids 
before in this country, but, excepting that’ of 
Mrs. Mary Morgan's collection, there has been 
none at which a greater interest and more crit- 
ical judgment in purchasing were shown than 
at the one held yesterday. 

The collection, which comprised over 1,000 
specimens, allof which were on exhibition at 
the roows, was from the nurseries of Ff, Sander 
&Co., st. Aivans, England, and trom their 
vranch in Jersey City, the larger portion being 
imported direct especially for this sale. Among 
the lot were many unique examples of culliva- 
tion, including a selected number of hybrid Cy- 
pripedes of a species and variety oitered for the 
nrst lime in this country; also, a specially select- 
ed lot of Cattleyas of great size, and all appar- 
ently in vigorous health. 

The bidding was singularly spirited through- 
out the entire sale which began at 10:30 in the 
morning and, with the exception of about half 
an hour for lunch, lasted until 6 o’clock at night. 
The total amount realized was between $8,000 
and $9,000, There was a very decidea prefer- 
ence shown for Cypripedes, commonly known 
as the lady slipper oreuid, of which many varie- 
tles were shown and whieh went at prices which 
would seem prepesterous to any but connols- 
seurs. The sale attracted not only prominent 
orchid collectors in the city and vicinity, but 
quite a large number from distant points.

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COMPLIMENTS EXCHANGED, 


THE MAYOR, COMMISSIONER NEWTON, 
AND THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 
A lively discussion took place in the 


Board of Aldermen yesterday. It had its source — 


in a communication frem Mayor Hewitt, based 
on one sent to nim by Commissioner Newton of 
the Department ef Public Works, informing him 
that the Aldermen had obstructed the course of 
work in his department, and so had done injury 
te the interests of the city. 

The Commissioner's complaint was due to 


the assault made on his department by 
Alderman Fitzsimmons at the last meeting 
of the board. The Alderman aaid 
he would object to the passage of any 
ordinance directing the Department 


East Twenty-eighth-street in obedience to a 
resolution addressed to it in March. But the 
debate assumed a distinct political eomplexion, 
the Tammany men assailing Gen. Newton and 
his deputy, and ut times the Mayor, and the 
County Democrats defending them, insisting 
that they were right and that workon the 
streets should be hurried, not only to make the 
city more beautiful, but also to provide poor 
men with work. 

The communication from Gen. Newton to the 
Mayor pointed out that on July 31 he asked 
permission te pave or flag certain streets ana 
that the Aldermen had paid no heed to his re- 
quest. If the request were now granted, Gen, 
Newton said, the work could not be done this 
Winter, but contracts could be entered into so 
that it could be begun early next Spring. He 
then added: 

‘“*You will thus seo that the delays of the Board 
of Aldermen have been, in my judgment, deliberate, 
intentional, and utterly regardless of the interests 
of the city, one of the Aldermen even going so far 
as to say that he would not vote for any resolution 
from the Department of Public Works until a cer- 
tain request of hia had been complied with by this 
department. It is manifestly impossible for me to 
carry out any well-digested pisp of work with the 
premeditated opposition of the Board of Aldermen 
and I am inclined to urge that the Commissioner of 
Public Works be empowered to pave such streets 
as in his jodgmens seam necessary for the best in- 
terests of the city without the approval of the 
Board of Alderwen,” 

On this statement from Gen. Newton Mayor 
Hewitt made a sharp attack on the board, telling 
it thatiteught to have acted on the recom- 
mendations of the Department ef Public Works. 
There bad been repeated complaints abeut the 
eoudition of the streets, which had caused “the 
Board of Ertimate and Apportionment to appro- 
priate the last dollar the law allowed for putting 
the leading streets in order.” After rebuking Al- 
derman Fitzsimmons for his oppositien to the 

Department of Public Works he called on the 
board to take immediate action respecting the 
work that eught to be done, 

To all this Alderman Fitzsimmons answered 
that the board was not to blame, as the Depart- 
went of Public Works had pot done the work it 
had been empowereu to do. If it could notdo 
thatitcould not do more. President Forster 
thought that the assault of the Mayor and Gen. 
Newton was unjust. It seemed te him that 
things would be better under a new Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and ‘a Mayor who 
talked less and worked more.” 

In the opinion of Alderman Dowling the 
Mayor and Cemmissioner were right. He had 
been surprised that the pres3 had not scored 
the board for failing to do its duty. 

Vhe board finally adjourned witheut having 
done anything else than talk.

LARAMIE CITY, Wyoming, Oct. 16,—In 
the District Court of Albany yesterday Man- 
ager Black of the Western Union was fined $100 
and committed to jail for 24 hours for failure to 
produce eertain telegrams as directed by Judge 
Saufley. A week ago Edward J. Wagner, a cloth- 
jer of Laramie,. gave a bill of sale on his stgck 
to Charles Wagner of St. Louis, his brother. 
Several creditors then served attachments on 
the ground that the transfer had been made in 
order to defraud them. Black, as manager of 
the Western Union, was commanded to produce 
all the telegrams that had passed between the 
Wagners, but upon the advice ef Superintend- 
ent Dickey retused todo so. Dickey last even- 
inz telegraphed Black to stand firm, as the 
company proposed making a test case of it, In 
committing Black Judge Saufley said: 

‘“*We will see which has the greatest power, 
the Western Union Telegraph Company or the 
Congress of the United States. Mr. Clerk, enter 
up a tine of $100 against Mr, Black, and Mr, 
Sheriff, commit him to jail until 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. There is to be no parole 
about this business, but he is to remain in jail 
until his fine is paid.

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THE EVER-GROWING SURPLOS. 


ACTING SECRETARY THOMPSON GIVES 
SOME FIGURES AND ESTIMATES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Acting Secretary 
Thompson of the Treasury Department, in 
6peaking this afternoon in regard to the prob- 
able condition of the Treasury at the end of the 
Present fisca) year, said: ‘The appropriation 
bills having all been passed by the present 
Congress, some estimate can now be made of 
the probable surplus of revenue for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1889, over the expendi- 
tures for thesame year. Estimating one or two 
minor items, they amount in the aggregate to 
$306,000,000. With the estimated expenditures 
from the permanent annual apprepriations, 
which are put at $115,640,798, they make a 
total of $421,640,798. The total estimated 
Teyenues are $440,500,000, making an excess 
of revenue over the total’ of tne appropria- 
tiens of about $19,000,000. But this by no 
means represents the actusl surplus of revenue 
for the vurrent fiscal year. A careful estimate 


shows that of these appropriations, which are 
specific and continuing apprupriations, there 
will be at least $37,000,000 which will not and 
cannot be properly expended during this fiscal 
year, which makea an actual surplus of 
$56,000,000, which is substantially the same 
amount estimated by the Secretary in his an- 
nualreport But even this does net fairly 
represent the surplus revenues for the fiscal 

ear 1889, for in the appropriations above stated 
here is included the sum of about $18,000,000 
for deticiencies in appropriations for 1888 and 
prior years, which should have been appropri- 
ated for at prior sessions of Congréss and 
paid ont of the surplus revenues of former 
years. This, added to the above eum of 

56,000,000, increases the surplus revenues of 

889 to $74,000,000. This does not include the 
balances whica will be covered into the Treas- 
ury on the 30th day of June, 1859, of unex- 
pended appropriations of 1887 and prior years, 
which, according to careful estimates, will nov 
be less than $6,000,000. In the expenditures 
there is included nearly $48,000,000 for the 
sinking fund, which is really a part of the sur- 
plus revenues, and if added will make a total of 
$1232,000,000 of revenue in excess of the actual 
and necessary expenditures of the Guverument 
for the fiscal year 1889, which would make an 
actual increase of surplus at the end-.of this 
fiscal year of $104,000,000. 

**The estimate of unexpended balances at the 
close ef this fiscal year, given above,is ex- 
tremely low compared with the actual balances 
which have remained utexpended in prior 
years. For instance, on the 3Uth of June, 1888, 
the unexpended valance of the appropriations 
for that year was $75,514,000. On the 30th of 
June, 1887, $84,371,895 for the fiscal year 
which ended on that day, and for each of the 
years 1886 and 1885 it was over $73,000,000. 
The above statement has reference to the excess 
of revenues for the present fiscal year over ex- 
penditures for the same time, and is entirely in- 
depenvent of the surplus now in the Treasury, 
amounting to-day to $97,934,305 63, inciud- 
ing $24,347,548 82 of fractional vin. 
Any portion of this present surplus not 
expended within this fiscal yeur for 
the purchase of bonds must be added to the 
$104,000,000 to arrive at the actual surplus 
which will remain in the Treasury on the 306th 
ofJune next. With respect to the probanle rev- 
enues for the fiscal year 1889, the books of the 
Treasury show that during tne present fiscal 
year, up to andincluding Oct. 15, the daily re- 
Geipts have aggregated $113,988,566,|as againat 
$115,868.473 tor the same period last year, a 
falling off of only $1.881,907, which may be more 
than made up by increased receipts during the 
remainder of the yeur, which decrease is not 
more than is nsual during the few months im- 
mediately preceding a Presidential election. 
There 1s, therefore, no reason to believe that the 
actual receipts for the fiscal year 1889 will fail 
below the estimated receipts. In view of the 
increased activity in all branches of businesa it 
is believed that they will fuliy equal, if not ex- 
ceed, the estimate.”

court on any appeal from an order. Mr. Thomas P. 
Wickes, representing the city of New-York, united 
in the application and the court thereupen set the 
appeal duwn fur ‘Thursday, the 18th day of October. 

This ia the case in which the Metropolitan Trans- 
it Company are seeking to build an ele vated rail- 
road on Broadway and vther streets in the city of 
New-York, A Judge at the Special Term made an 
order appointing commissioners to appraise the 
compensation to be made to the city of New-York. 
the city, however, appealed, and the General Term 
of the Supreme Court in the first department re- 
versed the order 3ppuinting commissioners, and the 
transit company then took the pending appeal to 
the Court of Appeals.

In his letter accepting the nomination 
tendered to him by the citizens’ mass meet- 
‘ing, and indorsed by the County Democ- 
racy Convention, Mayor HEwitr makes 
‘an offer to Tammany Hall.

It is a matter apart from those ques- 
tions, and every intelligent and honest 
citizen can act for what are clearly the 
best interests of the city in the one case 
without interfering with his acting in ac- 
cordance with what he believes to be the 
best interests of the State or Nation in 
the other. ‘ 

The Mayor touches lightly upon the ob- 
_jections that have been made to his candi- 
dacy on the ground of his alleged views on 
the subject of immigration and naturaliza- 
tion. There is nothing in his position on 
those questions which ought not to meet 
the approval of every citizen, native or 
foreign born, who regards the well-being of 
the Nation and its present people as para- 
mount to all other considerations. But 
this isa subject wholly irrelevant to the 
present contest, which involves the good 
government only of the city for the equal 
benefit of all its people. 








THE CONSERVATIVE ARGUMENT. 


Mr. THURMAN was quite right when he 
declared at Shelbyville, Ind., on Monday, 
that ‘‘CLEVELAND has so conducted him- 
self, that his Administration has been so 
cleanly, so upright, so honest, so patriotic, 
that the whole Democratic Party from one 
end of the Republic to the other. said: 
‘Let us give him another term.’ He has 
done well with the powers conferred upon 
him; let us take him again, for we know 
he will do well in another term.’” For the 
great body of the American people this 
expresses the most important element in 
the pending canvass. Four years ago the 
demand and the necessity for a change 
were very great. The proof that the Re- 
publican Party had fallen into bad hands, 
that its leaders had become selfish, greedy, 
and corrupt; that its management of every 
department of the Government had steadily 
deteriorated, was very strong. Yet the 
country hesitated, because the virtue, the 
sagacity, and the practical capacity of the 
Democratic Party as it was then organized 
were uncertain, untried, and unknown. 
The party had been without power in 
the executive branch of the Government 
for twenty-four years. It had had a major- 
ity in the House of Representatives, but, 
through division in its own ranks, it had 
‘beén unable to mature any definite policy. 
The problem as to what it would do if 
put in possession of the Government was 
@ very serious one and involved dangers 
that the most severe critics of the Repub- 
lican Party hesitated to incur. 

But the nomination of BLAINE and the 
mannerin which the Republican organiza- 
tion fell prostrate at his feet, accepted him 
with fulsome adulation, shut its eyes to all 
the evidence of his public unfitness and his 
private rottenness, determined thousands 
of voters who had till then sup- 
ported the Republican Party to aban- 
don it altogether. Whatever risk was 
involved in Democratic supremacy, there 
was a certainty of demoralization and 
disgrace’ in the election of BLAINE. He 
was repudiated. He led his party to the first 
open and crushing defeat it had suffered in 
a quarter of acentury. That the party de- 
served that defeat is shown by the fact that 
it has in no way profited by it. It has re- 
fused to learn the lesson read to it by the 
country. It is as wedded to its idol as ever. 
iMr. BLAINE is its acknowledged leader, be- 
side whom the nominal candidate shrinks 
into insignificance and hides himéelf in ob- 
scurity. This year the situation isreversed. 
It is no longer a question whether we shall 
turn out.a party proved incompetent and 
unfit and try a party of which we cannot 
be certain. It is a question whether we 
shall turn out an Administration that has 
proved itself to be safe, honest, sagacious, 
and energetic to put back the one we ejected 
four years ago and which has proved itself

THAT “HONEST ELECTION,’ 

There has been no doubt from the time 
when Col. QuAY appointed a number of the 
least reputable and scrupulous politicians 
in this country to ‘‘secure an honest elec- 
tion in New-York” what his purpose was. 
It was to reduce the normal Democratic ma- 
jority in this city by securing the casting 
and counting of as many fraudulent ballots 
as possible for HARRISON and Morton. 
The scheme of ‘‘colonization” offered the 
only practicable means of evading the reg- 
istry and election laws of the State, and it 
was plain that the efforts of Col. Quay’s 
counselors were to be directed mainly to 
this end, . 

The first step, if it be the first, toward the 
accomplishment of this design has now been 
taken. To-day is the second day of regis- 
tration, and on the eve of it there has ar- 
rived from Philadelphia a detachment of 
the practical politicians of that town who 
are known for their expertness and lack of 
scruplein promoting the political projects 
of Col. Quay. In our news columns are 
given the names and what the police call 
the “pedigrees” of a number of these per- 
sons, and it will be seen that their associa- 
tions eminently fit them for usefulness 
in the kind of work that CHANDLER and 
Dorsey have taken in hand, 

This means that a determined effort will 
be made to-day to register a large number 
of men who are not lawful voters in the dis- 
tricts in which they will offer themselves 
for registration. It is not necessary that 
the men who offer their votes ‘on election 
day shall be the same men who apply for 
registration to-day. A name and address 
are all that are needed, so long as no in- 
quiries are made. Of course it is entirely 
beyond the power of the registrars or of the 
inspectors of election to observe and recog- 
nize a tenth part of the men who offer to 
vote so as to know whether or not they are 
the same persons who have been registered 
under the names they give. An extensive 
fraud is perfectly practicable unless the 
men who have undertaken to perpetrate it 
are carefully watched. 

It is to be assumed that the Democratic 
Committee is now alive to the importance 
of this matter, and that it has made ar- 
rangements to frustrate the scheme which 
these roughs have been imported from 
Pennsylvaniato execute. They can be per- 
fectly well spared from that State from now 
until after election, so far as the interests 
of the Republican Party are concerned. 
So far as the interests of the community at 
large are concerned the decent people of 
Philadelphia would doubtless be glad to 
learn that their absence was to be indefi- 
nitely prolonged. There is indeed a rea- 
sonable hope that this may be the 
case. It is not possible to cheat at 
an election in this State without 
breaking the law. The eleetion laws 
under which we are now living were framed 
after a long and varied experience of all the 
rascalities that can be devised in the way of 
crimes against the exercise of the elective 
franchise. The ingenuity of Col. Quayand 
his associates is quite unequal to inventing 
any novelties in a department of crime that 
has been so thoroughly worked. The ques- 
tion for them is whether they can carry out 
frauds that are recognized by the law, and 
for which appropriate penalties are pro- 
vided, on such a scale as seriously to affect 
the result of the election and still escape 
detection. 

Assuredly they cannot do thisin the face 
of an alert and efficient organization op- 
posed to them. Itis not possible to import 
and to provide with names and local habi- 
tations any considerable number of persons 
who must be kept in communication with 
their managers without leaving traces that 
can be followed by any reasonably acute 
person employed to keep watch of them. 
Both in the places they leave and in the 
place to which they come there will be 
abundant sign of the migration. However 
carefully the distribution of them is man- 
aged, the chance of detection is very 
great, and the more ambitious and ex- 
tensive the scheme, the more likely it is to 
collapse. The very first person who is caught 
unlawfully registering or unlawfully at- 
tempting to vote will be so frightened that 
he will be glad to tell all he knows to se- 
cureimmunity for himself, andevery person 
who has been hired to register or to vote 
unlawfully must know enough to give a 
clue to the whole conspiracy. Upon reading 
the list of Col. Quay’s council for the seour- 
ing of an honest election in New-York, 
there are names that suggest the 
miscarriages of justice by which it 
has happened that their wearers are 
still at large. They are now en- 
gaged in a specially dangerous piece of 
business. The election laws of this State 
are strict and comprehensive, and there is 
little fear that they will not be enforced 
against offenders. If the Democratic com- 
mittee does its duty in looking after Col. 
Quay and his colleagues, either their 
project of an “honest election” will be 
abandoned or else they will be in great 
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danger of being withdrawn from society 
for some years to come. 


THE GREAT COPPER CONSPIRACY. 
Boston is the leading American market 
for the shares of copper mining companies. 
The Transcript asserts that the total market 
value of the shares of the sixteen companies 
in which Boston capital is invested is more 
than $61,000,000, at current quotations, 
and it is estimated that shares representing 
$50,000,000 are held in that city. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that specu- 
lators and investors in Boston have “ early 
information” concerning great transactions 
affecting the market price of copper and 
the copper stocks. The price of shares rose 
sharply on Monday last. In its financial 
column of yesterday the Boston Post said: 

“The cause of the special movement was the 
announcement of the signing ef the extended 
contracts between the copper-producing com- 
panies and the French syndicate, under which 
the original three years’ term is extended to 
twelve. At thé same time the companies agree 
to restrict the output to about five-sixths of the 
amount originally produced. It is understood 
that the price paid [to the companies] will be 
higher, say 1349 cents per pound, witha di- 
vision of profits over that price. The new 
agreement with the French syndicate has, it is 
authoritatively stated, been signed by the Cal- 
umet and Hecla people.” 


The conspirators have undertaken by 
means of these new contracts to extend for 
about eleven years from this date the 
monopoly that has raised the price of 
copper nearly 70 per cent. As we have 
heretofore shown, the cost of producing 
copper and laying it down in this city 
ranges from 5% to 61g cents a pound in the 
leading mines of the lake region. For this 
‘copper the French speculators now pay to 
the producers 13 cents a pound, with one- 
half of the profits obtained by sales to the: 
public beyond that price. The syndicate’s 
open market price to consumers yesterday 
was about 171, cents. ; 

To compel the people to pay this price for 
copper by-means of a scheme for the sup- 
pression of competition and the creation of 
@ monopoly is extortion. We have shown 
how great the profits of the parties to the 
syndicate contracts are. Owing to a reduc- 
tion of the cost of producing copper. the 
market price of the metal would be gradual- 
ly falling if natural conditions had not 
been overcome by a combination. Brad- 
street’s said in a recent issue: 


“In no great industry, perhaps, has the cost 
of production been reduced more sharply with- 
in the last ten years thanin copper mining. A 
leading Lake Superior mine paid $5 50 per ton 
for stamping and washing in 1867. In1876 the 
same processes cost only 83.89 cents per ton, 
and in 1885 the expense had been still further 
reduced to 47.31 cents. Between 1876 and 
1885, in like manner, the cost of manipulating 
the rock was reduced from 3.45 cents per ton to 
1.95 cents. For the same concern the cost of re- 
fined copper per pound af the mine was stated at 
15.42 cents in 1876 and 81 centsin 1885. Dur- 
ing the last three years there has been still 
further progress 1m the application of econom- 
ical methods. The annualreportof the Tamarack 
Company for the year which ended June 30, 
ehows:a total cost of its over 10,000,000 pounds 
of refined copper at the mine te have been 3.97 
cents per pound. The addition of charges fer 
smelting, freight, commission, and effice ex- 
penses brought up the total cost per pound of 
refined copper laid dewn in New-York and sold, 
to5% cents per pound. In comparison with 
1867, or even with 1876 or 1885, the cheap- 
ness of the processes appears phenomenal.” 


But the people, who have given these pro- 
ducers protection to the extent of 4 cents a 
pound, and have even destroyed thriving 
industries on the Atlantic coast for their 
benefit, are now deprived of the advantages 
that should be afforded by these cheaper 
processes, and are déprived of them by such 
a compact as has repeatedly been de- 
nounced by the courts as illegal and con- 
trary to public policy. 

By means of the new contracts the con- 
spirators hope to better their condition. It 
is their aim to reduce the quantity of cop- 
per produced and to make the price even 
higher than it isnow. They are supported 
by the enormous wealth of certain residents 
of Paris who do not appear openly in con- 
nection with the scheme, but use a manu- 
facturing company as a convenient cover 
for their operations. In the last six months 
the quantity of copper held by the French 
syndicate has been increasing steadily un- 
til’ now it is estimated to be at least 100,- 
000 tons, or a quantity almost equal to 
one-half of the annual product. If the 
conspirators are to be successful the annual 
product must be lessened. Hence, with the 
extension of the contracts the terms of 
them are to be changed. 

Thus far the people have submitted to 
this monopoly, the creation of which was 
due to the acts of the protected lake com- 
panies in this country. But if the ring 
shall maintain its control and its price for 
ten years, or for only three or four years, 
will they yield to its exactions? Will they 
not find some way of making effective pro- 


The review of the situation in Michigan 
that is contained in the dispatch of our cor- 
respondent from Detroit is conservative 
and cautious, and it shows plainly enough 
that the chances of the Republicans for 
carrying that State are very much more 
slim than they were thought to be when 
Gen. ALGER was last in New-York. The 
one fact that stands out most clearly is the 
certain underestimate of the Prohibition 
vote made by the Republicans. They 
frankly say that they are managing the 
campaign on the assumption that there 
is no such thing as a Prohibition vote. 
But there was one of 18,000 in 1884, 
and that was raised to 25,000 in 1886. A 
like addition would make a vote of at least 
30,000 this year, but even the vote of 1886 
would be fatal to the Republicans. Both 
parties in different ways are working very 
hard, but it looks very much as if the Dem- 
ocrats were doing the most and the most 
effective work. 


The campaign in Connecticut thus far has 
been marked by amazing incapacity on the 
part of the Democratic State Committee 
and by inexcusable neglect or lack of in- 
terest on the part of the National Commit- 
tee, Part of the story is told in the dispatch 
which we publish this morning from our 


State Committee appears to be worthless. 
Its members were not selected with due 
regard either to their fitness and industry 
or their acquaintance with towns 
where hard work ought to be!

done. It sleeps. Connecticut is Mr.

THE NATIONAL BILLIARD ASSOCIATION 
TO VINDICATE ITS PROXIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16.—Harmony con- 
tinues not to rage among the professienal 
billiard menof this city. Possibly stimulated 
by complaints from Chicago, St. Louis, and 
New-Orleans, a large number of the Philadel- 
phia members of the National Billiard Association 
are unwilling to accept as conolusive the ruling 
by which President James Palmer, as his Jast im- 
portant official act before completing his term, 
shut out all votes by proxy at the annual elec- 
tion Oct. 7. The protesting members, who sre 
among the oldest and most inflaential in the 
association, are determined that non-resident 
members, absent almost necessarily by rea- 
son of the great distance separating them from 
New-York and Philadelphia,in one or the ether of 
which the annual meeting is always held, shall 
be accorded a voice in the election of governing 
otficials.. It is their purpose to carry the case 
into courtif necessary. As a vreliminary, they 
will to-morrow issue a call fora special meeting 
to be held at the Continental Hotel next Sunday 
afternoon. The call will be by orderof John 
Fair as President. This gentleman was the 
only candidate the “regular ticket” failed to 
elect. He was defeated by one majority, Christ- 
tian Bird being elected, whereas recognitien of 
the proxies would have given the “reg- 
vlars” an exemplary majority as _ to 
every one of their candidates. The 
Fair party start with an advantage, for they 
not only have possession of the charter of the 
association, but also control the treasury, by 
means of which they can, if requisite, enforce 
judicial arbitration. They claim, besides, to be 
acting under legal advice. It is their intention 
to hire a hall forthe regular monthly meetings, 
instead of accepting a room as @ gratuity, 
which the association has been doing for 
months past. It is represented that the lack of 
accord in the organization is altogether due to 
this gratuity and what is a concomitant 
of it. The Fair faction profess to antiot- 
ae no serious difficulty in adjusting this 

ispute to their liking, but the professionals 
in opposition are men of age and experience, 
who are to be credited with possessing at least 
& modicum of latent strength. The upshot may 
be the disruption of the organization, but 
equally is it to be feared that, if the exclusion 
of proxies be accepted as a precedent, the or- 
ganization will eventually become purely Phil- 
adelpbian, which might have the effect of seri- 
ously weakening lts treasury.

It may not be quite $216,000, but it is not 
far from it. ~The deficit in the funds may prove 
to be even larger. The depositors, even if the 
shortage 18 as much as $200,000, are amply se- 


cured, and it is not probable they will losea 
cent. The probability of an arrest and serious 
charges are freely discussed in certain circies. 
A well-known stockhelder urged upon the Di- 
rectors yesterday the necessity for immediate 
action. The wisdom of such a meve was dis- 
cussed, but it was decided to take no immediate 
action, 80 as to preclude the possibility of mak- 
ing a mistake in the man. 

About 200 depositors held a meeting to-day, 
when the following statement of the bank’s 
assets was presented: Cash on hand when the 
pank closed on Friday evening, $11,599 32; in 
banks in this oity, $180 59; in New-York banks, 
$661; in Philadelphia banks, $139 15; in a pri- 
vate bank, New-York, $82 69; in a Cincinnati 
bank, $164 02; in the Fidelity Bank, (insolvent,) 
Cincinnati, $1,934 88; bills receivable, $122,- 
560 05; bills receivable in attorneys’ hands, 

6.200 70; mortgages, $21,990; real estate, 

6,834 96; real estate, $1,155 90; bank build- 
ing, $52,500. Total assets, $24,02017. The 
report stated that the stockholders were re- 
sponsible for $130,000 additienal to the assets, 
which, with the $224,000 assets, give the de- 
positors hope that they will receive every cent

OAR-HEATING PROBLEMS. 


ATTEMPTS OF RAILWAYS TO FIND A 
UNIFORM COUPLER. 

ALBANY, Oct. 16.—There was a largely- 
attended meeting of railroad representatives, 
agents, and patentees of steam-pipe couplers for 
railroad cars before the Railroad Commissioners 
to-day. This wasin pursuance of a request by 
the commission looking to the adoption of a 
uniform coupler by railroads. The dozen or 
more roads represented are equipped with near- 
ly as many different patent couplers. Some of, 
these roads change cars with half a dozen others, 


and to them the adoption of a uniform coupler 
is most urgent. But having got in shape to 
comply with the law providing for steam heat- 
ing Nov. 1 they do not care to go to the expense or 
trouble of changing the system attached. The 
only way to obviate difficulty and to use 
cars of other roads is to have intermediate 
genie containing both kinds of couplers. These, 

t was suggested, would get lost, and the unat- 
tached cars be left without heat. 

Superintendent J. M. Toucey said the New- 
York Central recognized the necessity of adopt- 
ing steam heating for cars eight years ago. 
and equipped five trains then with flexible 
rubber hose. Great difficulty was experienced 
and the experiment was givenup. They had 
been trying various systems since and had at: 
last found ene composed entirely of metal 
and known as the metal aystem, which has‘ 
been placed on all Vanderbilt roads. This sys- 
tem could not be changed now for another. This 
road uses only its own cars. Mr. Toucey did 
not belicve the New-York and New-Haven in- 
tended doing anything relative to complying 
with the law. The company owns only 30 miles 
of road in this State. 

Joseph A. Shinn of the New-York and New- 
England said his company was still experiment- 
ing with three systems. 

The Northern Central Road, Samuel Porcher 
stated, had decided upon no system, but was 
willing to adopt one when the most satisfactory 
plan was singled out. 

J. W. Martin of the Fitehburg expressed the 
views of others when he said too short a time 
was given in which to comply with the law. It 
precluded the selection of the best system. He 
stated that the master car builders had discussed 
the matter of couplers, and then named a com- 
mittee to recommend the best one for universal 
use in the United States. 

A. Dilbeer of the Rochester and Pittsburg said 
the metallic coupler used on his road broke in 
going around a bend. 

The Pullman Car Company was willing to 
adopt any coupler that was generally satis- 
factory. 

J. W. Cloud reported that the law would be 
complied with by the Erie, but under embarrass-

THREE HORSES FELL. 


EXCITING RACES OF THE PHILADELPHIA

TO ADVANCE THE PRICE OF MINING.

M. COQUELIN’S ENGAGEMENT. 

Molitre’s ‘‘ Tartuffe” was carefully acted 
by the French comedians at Palmer’s Theatre 
last evening. ‘he house was crowded, the play 
was watched with interest, and the performance 
was éminently smooth and artistic. The tradi- 
tions of the House of Molitre were all zealously 
preserved; the text was generally delivered 
gracefully and always accurately. ‘ Tar- 
taffe’ is -not a pleasant play, and it is 
curious that the peeple who regard 
it asa masterwork of chaste art should con- 
demn Shakespeare for coarseness and drutality. 
Not one of the accepted plays of the greatest 
of peets, not even “Timon of Athens,” is so 
utterly depressing. Tnere is scarcely an acreé- 
able moment in all the five acts. Wit, satire of 
the sharpest kind, make the substance of the 
play, and the quality of the humor is decidedly 
antique. The ingenieus, impertinent serving 
maid, who in the Molitre comedy shares 
an important place with the fantastico, 
lying valet transplanted from Spanish 
comedy, has long been maé@e tiresome- by 
thousands of repetitions on the English stage. 
Sheisan acid and immodest personage, and 
such treatment as the part of Dorine reeeived 
last night at the hands of Mime. Jenny Rose, an 
experienced actress, did nothing more than 
make it bearable. 

M. Coquelin’s ambition to make the réle of 
Tartuffe a prominent one in his repertory is 
entirely natural and creditable. 80 is the 
ambition of every actor who has won success 
on the English-speaking stage to tackle Ham- 
1et. The facility of his execution, his remark- 
able skili of facial expression, and the-sound- 
ness and variety of his method. are exhibited 
in Tartuffe as clearly as in Masoarille and Anni- 
bal.. The revelation of a brutal and sensnal nat- 
ure under the mask of sanctity is effected vividly 
but without any needless exaggeration. The min- 
gled complacency and contempt with which the 
hypocrite treats his dupe, Orgen, is depicted 
with masterly art. . The declaration of his pas- 
sion for Elmire is startlingly real, The assertion 
of his power, after the discovery, is made with 
admirable force and yet with adegree of dis- 
cretion that Keeps the essential quality of Tar- 
tuffe’s character stillin view. He is the plausible 
hypocrite to the very end. Coquelin’s acting is full 
of fine distinctions. Ore could write thus in 
analysis of his portraya! of Tartuffe for a col- 
umn, und everything that could be said would 
bein praise of the performance. Yet the fact 
would remain that its sole merit lies in its ex- 
hibition of the acter’s rare intelligence and 
techuical skill, and that it therefore scarcely 
— the performance of the longand antique 
Diay. 

This is not because the prevailing element of 
the impersonation is low comedy, for Coquelin’s 
acting is perfectly serious, A great number of 
spectators giggled continually last evening, but 
they were the same people who laugh through- 
out the last act of Jeseph Jefterson’s “Rip Van 
Winkle,” which is all exquisite pathos except 
the one remark concerning the cold potato. The 
ordinary playgoer and the chimpanzee 
have a habit ot grinning which cannot 
be corrected. Tartuffe ig not more amusing 
than Iago, and he is infinitely more repulsive. 
M. Coquelin’s conception of the part is flawless, 
and his exeeution of it, as we have said, is en- 
tirely efticient. Bus there is something mere. 
Every aetor has nis natural limitations, and this 
portrayal ef Molidre’s colossal hypocrite has 
one great lack, that of uncommon persenal dis- 
tinction. 

This quality, in order to make the play seem 
reasonable, should even be exaggerated. 8 
spectator must be madeto feel that there is 
some excuse for Orgon’s mad infatuation. Tar- 
tuffe, though not in sight during the first half of 
the play, is the subject of all the talk. His ap- 
pearanee isled up to mest ingeniously. The 
curiosity of the spectator is care- 
fully aroused. The man, when he appeara, 
should certainly present some reason for 
his power. The plump Tariuffe, of short 
stature, with a droll tip-tilted nose, does not 
carry conviction with him. The first view ef 
Coquelin’s Tartuffe, for no fault of the actor, 
suggests Mawworm in fine raiment rather than 
Dr. Cantwell, and the feeling controls the ob- 
server throughout the rest of the play that 
Orgeon has chosen a singular object to worship. 
A Tartufte of commanding presence and hand- 
some features would, in the circumstances, be 
more reasonable, 

A word of praise isdue to Pauline! Patry for 
her eareful acting of the thankless rdéle of 
Elmire. Afterthe play M. Coquelin delivered 
three monologues, one of them the delightful 
travesty of Lafontaine’s, ‘* The Crow and the 
Fox,” and the evening was thus pleasantly 
closed. An agrecable change of bill will be 
made to-night, when Jules Sandeau’s ‘‘ Mile. de 
la Beigliére” will be aoted with Coquelin as 
Destournelles and Jane Hading as Héléne.

NEW MEN ASSAULTED. 


SOME OF THE OLD HANDS STILL GIVING 
TROUBLE, 

Cuicaco, Oct. 16.—Although cars were 

running to-day on all the north side lines un- 


der the agreement entered into by the company 
and the men, there were plenty of evidences of 
discontent. Of the 540 men who struck about 
200 find that there is no immediate employ- 
ment for them. They see their old runs taken 
by the new men, for whom the Garfleld-avenue, 
Halstead-street, and Wells-street cable lines 
were reserved to-day, and they feel intensely 
dissatisfied with tho situation and with their 
committee whieh patched up the agreement 
with thecompany. The old men held an allsnight 
seasion last. night, finally voting to send another 
committes to President Yerkes and demand the 
discharge of all the new men under penalty of 
another strike. This delegation failed.to appear 
at the cumpany’s offices to-day. Among the 
men thereis me unanimity of opinion: Those 
who have secured their eld places are fairly 
contented, and there are about 340 of 
them. It is the 200 atill out of work 
who are the disturbing element, and 
who are doing their best to bring about another 
strike. The old leaders are now conservatives, 
however. By the west side street railroad em- 
ployes the north siders are roundly rated for 
making an agreement with the eompany whieh 
was not to their advamtage. The west side 
leaders say that the north siders did not know 
eneugh to use their opportunities, and that 
they don’t want to tie the west side up again. 

The situation on the west side may be summed 
up like this: There will be no strike if the lead- 
ers can hold the men in. But should the north 
side strike again there is no telling what the 
west side men will do. Beyond all this tnere 
remains the shadew of ao atrike on the Eastern 
roacs belonging to the Philadelphia syndicate. 
The Knights of Labor here immediately after 
the settlement felt very much elated and 
thought it was a big thing for their order. 
But they feel very blue now, and that prestige 
which they theught had been gained is in 
danger of slipping from them, What this may 
lead to it is difficult te foretell. But it is certain 
that the relations established with the men in 
New York, Philadelphia,and-Pittsburg have not 
deen broken off. There is,talk of starting, bus 
lines to compete with the north side cars and 
give the idle ex-strikers werk, but so far it is 
enly talk. 

The hatred of the populace for the new men 
was shown early this evening by an attaek on 
two Halstead-street cars which were stopped 
by heavy ebstructions placed on the tracks. 
Both were stoned, and a number ef passengers, 
most of them women and children, were badly 
hurt by the missiles. ‘The first car get through 
without great damage, but the second, in charge 
of Condactor Jacob A. Divine, a New-Yorker, 
had to be rescued by the police, who used c)ubs 
freely and fired a few shots in the air. All 
the new mefi pn these cars were more or less 
injured by stones. During the afternoon four 
men attacked a new gripman named Gulliams, 
who turned on his principal assailant, a conducet- 
or named Conley, and thrashed him, completely 
loosening several teeth. Other new. men and 
more old men camé hurrying up, and the pelice 
a to be called to prevent a general fight. The 
néw gripmen caused breaks in the cable early 
in the day by their inexperience, and the service 
was thereupon discontinued. 








SMITH’S HARD HEAD. 

James Smith and Richard Dualey, two ex- 
convicts, had an altercation.in the saloon kept by 
George Schuster at 15 Chrystie-street last night. 
Dudley pulled a revolver and fired three shots at 
Smith. The first shot struck Smith in the fore- 
head, but the others went wide of the mark. Smith 
has but one arm, Dudley, it appears, was quarrel- 
ing with a woman on the sidewalk outside of the 
saloon wher Smith arrived and interfered. Dudley 
then turned his attention to him, and Smith ran into 
the saloon. 

The reperts of the pistol attracted officer Nell to 
the saloon. Hegave the “alarmra p,” and De- 
tectives O’Connor, Reap, and Mullane responded.

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AMONG BULLS AND BEARS 


VOLOANIC ERUPTION IN THE 
STOCK EXCHANGE. 

ITS GOVERNORS ARE SCANDALIZED BY 
DISCOVERING THE IMPOTENCY OF 
THE NON-INTERCOURSE LAW. 

Secretary George W. Ely of the Stock 

Exchange produced consternation in about 

100 Wall-street brokerage offices yesterday 

morning by means ef an offigial noiice that the 

heads of thas number of firms were “ urgently 
requested” te come at once to the Stock Ex- 
change on matters of consequence to them- 
selves as well as the Exchange. Such acir- 
cular is never issued for a trivialty. “ Urgent 
requests” are made. by the Stock Exchange of 
its members only in eases of lively interest te 
the Exchange. And before the day was over 
the brokers who responded to yesterday’s 
official notice discoverea that this latest re- 
quest was no exception to the rule, : 
The Stock Exchange Committee of Arrange- 
ments,composed of R. H. Thomas, J. M. Amory, 

J. W. Davis, A. G@. Hodges, John Jacquelin, R. 

B. Whittemore, and T. B. Williams, entertainea 

the ‘“‘requested”’ brokers and gave them all 

astonishment by announcing that they were 
every one guilty of breaking one of the most 


_ rigid of all the Stock Exchange laws, and stood 


liable te severe penalties, even suspension from 
Stock Exchange membership. The foremost 
houses of Wall-street. were represented in the 
leng line of indieted ones, and there naturally 
were protests immediate and emphatic. 

‘This Wall-street sensation grows out of the 
warfare by the Stock Exchange upon its young 
and comparatively unimportant rival, the Cen- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange. So 
bitter did this warfare beceme seme months 
ago that the Steck Exchange Governors adopted 
an ironclad rule, threatening with expulsion 
not only any of its brokers who themselves 
might be members of the newer and lesser, but 
still more progressive Exchange, but declaring 
that similar swift punishment should be vis- 
ited upon the brokers, even though they were 
but indirectly connected with the Censolidated 
Board by partners. Tne official proclamation 
of this edict resulted in the fereed sale of a good 
many seats in the Consolidated Exchange held 
directly and indirectly by Stock Exchange firms. 

The Governors ef the Stock Exchange ever 
since have been reposing in the blissful belief 
that they had completely extinguished all ‘*sup- 
pert” of the Conselidated from Stock Exchange 
quarters. Im one or two isolated cases, where 
but indirect *‘connection” was discovered with 
the Consolidated Exchange, the offending Stock 
Exchange brokers were sharply called to order. 
One Steck Exchange broker, whose sole offense 
consisted in having loaned stock to his own son, 
a member of the Consolidated Exchange, was 
suspended summarily fer overa month. Ofall 
the Stock Exchange’s long eatalegue of rules 
this one of non-intereourse with the shep over 
the way has been held to be most sacred, and 
infractions of ithave breught swiftest venge- 
ance, 


But it happened a week or two ago that when 
Henry T. Godot of the Stock Exchange firm of 
H. T. Godet & Co. diea, his death was bulletined 
at the Consolidated Exchange as well as en the 
Stock Exchange; and, what was more, netices 
were issued to the brokers of the Consolidated 
Exchange calling for the usual assessment to 
cover the $8,000 insurance paid by the Consol- 
idated to the heirs of every deceased member, 
The Stock Exchange officers, discovering this, 
were astounded beyond measure. Possibilities 
opened that were not inspiriting. And ever 
since there has been official hurrying and skur- 
ryingin “the greatest tinancial institution of 
the world.” 

BA few days ago a new directory was issued 

y the Censolidated Exchange, and Stock Ex- 
change officers have been poring over it ever 
since. Every page had interest in it. Indeed, 
staid members of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments do not hesitate to declare that the inter- 
eat has been livelier than anything that has 
tallen across their paths in many a day. 

That directory reveals that in addition to the 
Stock Exchange firm of H. 'T. Godet being cata- 
logued there as “ members” of the Consolidated 
Exchange 100 other Stock Exchange houses are 
Similarly entered. Here is the list:

Any ordinary reader of the directery is natu- 
rally impressed with the idea that John Smith is 
a member of the firm of 8. V. White & Co. The 
fact is that almost uniformly the members are 
clerks of the named firms. And this, so long as 
the named firms de not enjoin it, is accerding 
to seme high authorities among the Stock Ex- 
change Governors, such an infraction of the 
Stock Exchange “‘ non-intercourse”’ law 48 ren- 
der every consenting broker liable te the penal- 
ty of suspension or even expulsion. 

And what is of sensational importance is the 
opinion ef one of the leading lawyers of New- 

ork, who assures the Stock Exchange authori- 
ties that should any trader in the stock market 
choose a Consolidated Exchange broker to exe- 
cute an order resulting in a loss, the outstand- 
ing Exchange’s Consolidated directory would - 
render any Stock Exchange house named as 
being represented by the defaulting broker lia 
ble for that loss in full, however great 1t might 
happen to be. 

Nothing. however, was settled at yesterday’s 
meeting. But te-day another session will proba- 
bly lead to action by the Stock Exchange, 
which, while not suspending any of ite mem- 
bers off-hand. will give them all official notifica- 
tion that their names must come out of the of- 
fending Consolidated Exchange directory or 
else there will be trouble of an unpleasant 
character. An appeal to the courts is probable 
to restrain the Consolidated Exchange from 
circulating this directory, and to compel itif pos- 
rible to withdraw the already issued cepies. Upon 
the other hand there are arraigned brokers who 
decline to acknewledge themselves in any way 
responsible or involved by the actions of the 
opposition Exchange. All the excitement is not 
going to be outside of the Stock Exchange itself. 

There are advocates of anew law upor the 
Stock Exchange compelling the discharge of 
any clerk employed by a Stock Exchange firm 
found tobeinany way identified with dealings on 
the Consolidated Exchange. Other members of 
the Stock Exchange—and some of them infiu- 
entiai—insist that the present non-intercourse 
law cevers even that wickedness fully.

CxIcaGo, Oct. 16.—The Democrats now 

claim Illinois for Mr. Cleveland, They have 

been making a ‘still hunt” and have als- 
covered such a radical change ef front as to 
justify them, the leadérs say, in declaring that 
the Republican majority of four years ago will 
be entirely wiped out. Judge Goodrich, Chair- 
man of the Democratic Executive Committee, 
says that the committee has official informa- 
tion regarding the change of front of over 


10,000 voters. This change is very marked in 
many counties of the State, where old time 
Republican leaders have not. only come over 
to the Democratic side, but are advoeating Mr. 
Cleveland’s re-election. Men like Owen Love- 
joy of Princeton, ex-State Senator L. D. Whiting 
of Tiskilma, John C. White of Effingham, Prof. 
Baltwood ef Evanston, William H. Pronirie of 
Taylorville, and C. E. Cleveland of Abingdon, 
who were red-hot Republicans four yeats ago, 
are now stumping fer Cleveland and Thur- 
man. The vast majority of the German-Ameri- 
can voters are out for tariff reform and theu- 
sands of Irishmen who supperted Blaine in 
1884 are for Mr. Cleveland this year. In Chi- 
cago and vicinity the change has been a very 
marked one. On every hand men can be found 
who have been lifelong Republicans but who 
are supporting Mr. Cleveland. Among the eon- 
verts are many of the weaithiest and most 
prominent business men of Chicago.

Boston, Oct. 16.—Frankie Raymond of 
New-York, charged with the theft of diamonds, 
is under arrest here and is very sorry she rar 
away. The Sunday express from New-York 
brought to Bosten an unknown young woman 
whe sadly needed and reeeived attention on her 
arrival here.

Fellow-passengers kindly 
placed her in a carriage and had her taken tea 
hetel and cared for. On Monday morning the 
Pinkerton ageney was called upon to discover 
ber identity, as her statements about herself 
were very cenfusing and conflicting. Before the 
detectives had made much headway the young 
woman took a carriage and was driven to 
the Back Bay, and thence to Cambridge. From 
there she returned by horse car, and aftera 
long hunt was discovered by the Pinkertens in 
a dark eorner near the Crawford Heuse and 
taken to Headquarters. She was apparently 
very ill, and it was discovered that she had 
been without food some time, and to that and 
the habit of hypodermis injections of morphine 
was asoribed her condition by the pbysivian 
ealled to examine her. 

She rallied ander aleoholic stimulant, and was 
taken to the hospital for treatment. She was 
apparently about 19 years old and well edu- 
eated, speaking three or fovr languages fluent- 
ly, it 1s said, besides being an elocutionist of no 
mean eapacity. Sunday’s New-York papers 
contained the story of the disappearance from 
the home of a Mrs. Miils on Sixth-avenue, New- 
York, of Frances Raymond, taking. with her 
diamonds belonging to Mrs. Mills valued at 
$3,000. The sick*-woman, who thus fell into the 
hands of Pinkerton’s men on Monday night, 
finally acknowledged that she was Frances 
Raymond and had lived with Mrs. Mills. She 
said she had frequently worn Mrs. Mills’s dia- 
monds with that lady’s permission, and on 
Thursday last she wore three diamond 
Tings, diamond earrings, and an opal 
bonnet pin.

In her fear and in her desire to get away from 
New-York she pawned two of the rings, threw 
away tho opal jewel, because it was asynonym 
of bad luck, she said, and on the Bowery ex- 
changed her clothing for other of a poorer sort, 
even getting a servant's cap, and thus arrayed 
she started for Boston. 

Although Mrs. Mills stated that the girl took 
away: with her $90 in money, only 10 cents was 
found on her when arrested.

PoucHKErEPsiz, Oct. 16.—If Chairman 
Quay is serious in his purpose to preserve the 
purity of the ballot he should lose no time in 
sending apostles of his new-found gospel into 
the three counties of Dutchess, Columbia, 
and Putnam, comprising the Sixteenth 
Congressional District. Their first duty 
should be to check ‘the tongues of Re- 
publican politicians, for these are wagging 
too freely about the enormous Republican vote 
certain to be polled for Harrison and Morton. 
An effective method of accomplishing this, 
should apostolic remonstrance prove un- 
availing, would be to offer a reward 
of $10,000 or $15,000 for every man 
eaught bribing his neighbor, and deposit 
the money with some Republican stakeholder. 
It might then be drawn upon from time te time 
jor the purpose of bluffing Demecratic game- 
sters in the Hoffman House, so that it would not 
prove wholly useless in campaign exigencies. 
Some such an offer by respomsible persons would 
have a wholesome effect’apon this district, for 
there is no more doubt about the purpose of the 
Republicans to spend a heavy sum of money in 
bribing its*voters than there is about the elec- 


tien of John H. Ketcham to Congressfor tke 
eleventh time, and of this there is no doubt 
whatever. 

When men discuss this district their minds 
naturally revert to the memorable campaign 
which gave it the reputation of being the most 
corrupt district in the State of New-York. They 
upeak of political events as elther *‘ before” or 

since the Whitehouse-Ketcbam campaign.” 
Although 16 years have passed since those two 
men contested the right to a certificate of elec- 
tion to Congress, the counties of Dutchess snd 
Columbia have never recovered from the de- 
moralizing effect of that one canvass. The 
victor spent $160,000 and his opponent half 
that sum upon a voting population of less than 
30,000. Forty dollars was a moderate price 
for votes. Voters have been clamorous for 
money ever since. The buyers have 
gradually reduced the price, but their territory 
has been enlarged by the addition of Putnam, 
whose population had to be and was educated 
te the beliefs cherished by sellers in the other 
two counties. It tinally came to pass that can- 
didates realized that it was cheaper to buy up 
conventions of the opposing party and insure 
the nomination of weaklings or of dummies for 
opponents than to deal sv liberally with the 
masses on the day of election. How to fetch 
the honest farmer, the hard-handed son of toil, 
the gentieman of color, down off the fence for 
S2 where formerly $10 was paid for his vote 
has been the study of the ‘‘statesmen” of the 
district for years, and now they belleve they 
have reduced 1t to a science. This year 
the signs all indicate that the Repub- 
licans propose to increase the ante and 
raise the limit. Upon no_ other  infer- 
ence can be based their declaration that 
Dutchess will give Harrison 2,500 majority, Co- 
lumbia 1,200, and Putnam 1,000. The district is 
Republican anyway, but not se strongly as such 
figures would Indicate. They even exceed the 
Garfield vote by 1,200,andeverybody in the dis- 
trict is tolerably familiar with the ftinanciering 
which was necessary to procure the majority 
ef that year, the largest ever given in the dis- 
trict. For seif-protection some of the outraged 
residents of this city organized an anti-bribery 
society some years ago. Diminished rivalries 
between candidates, satisfied ambitions, posst- 
bly depleted poeketbooks have all contributed 
to arestriction of politica) zeal of late, and the 
society, While it finas ample excuse for its ex- 
istence, Das really labored in a circumscribed 
field. But it has done some ‘good. Its activity 
and vigilance, however, are likely to be thor- 
oughly tested in this campaign. Possibly As- 
sewmblyman John L. Platt surmised the purpose 
of the party leaders in this district this Fall 
when he voted against the Fassett Anti-bribery 
bill last Winter. 

There have been changesin Dutehess County 
on account of the tariff, but not to an extent 
that has demoralized, let alone disrupted, the 
Democracy. Their losses are more than bal- 
anced ty their gains from among the 594 men 
who voted for George last Fall. The last of the 
Greeley Republicans have left them. Jacob 
Carpenter and ahandfulof the leaders of the 
liberal movement have gone back to the party 
which reared them. Such followers as they had 
got there long ago. Between the old line Dew- 
ocrats and their liberal allies has existed for 
years a jealousy that provoked much of the 
triction in the party managemeut. ‘The separa- 
tion creates a feeling of satisfaction that is 
mutual 

The party organization is to-day in fair condi- 
tion by comparison with that of four years ago. 
Its leaders are active, its rank and file are in 
tolerable werking order. Its internal affairs 
have in the main been adjusted satisfactorily to 
those immediately interested. Such men as 
Homer A. Nelson, ex-Senator Thomas Newbold, 
State Assessor James L. Williams, and Editer 
Hinckley are in complete harmony. The Demo- 
orats claim such notable converts as John Jacob 
Astor, a son, and Warner Wilson, a son-in-law of 
William Astor; Douglass Merritt, Robert B. 
Sutley, Dr. George N. Miller, and Louis A. 
wilers, ali of whom are residents of Rhinebeck 
and neighbors of Levi P. Morton. The Pro- 
hibitionists were never more active. They 
are eating into the very vitals of 
the Republican Party. The county, al- 
though it was accounted a hotbed of 
Biatneism, gave Blaine and Logan only 1,024 
majority. And yet in the face of all these cir- 
cumstances the politicians actually insist that 
Dutchess “is good for 2,500 this Fall.” It is 
fair to credit them with exact information re- 
garding the bribable vote and with the lack of 
scruple so essential to its acquirement. The 
conditions are certainly such as to warrant 
Mr. Quay 1n promptly interfering in the interest 
of decency and good morals. 

In Columbia the Democracy isin such shape 
as to encourage an increased Republican major- 
its at leas expense to the party than must be 
jincurred in Dutchess. The Democratic factions 
are labeled “Tilden” and ‘*anti-Tilden.”’ 
“Young Sam,” as the nephew of his uncle is 
known, 1s addicted to the practise of capturing 
all the caucuess and so controlling absolutely 
the party machinery. To a considerable number 
of Democrats whe reside chiefly in Hudson and 
who despise a condition of affairs that does mot 
recognize them as leaders this is a detestable 
practice. Some of the wealthier members of 
the party complain that they are debarred from 
agtive participation in politica in consequence, 
1t seems to be the old quarrel between the coun- 
trymen on one side and the _rest- 
dents of the county seat on the other, 
with anc added element in the personality 
of young Mr. Tilden thrown in, in this 
instance. Seme of his opponents honestly wish 
he were dead, believing and deciaring that there 
will be no peace in Columbia politics till he is 
gathered to his fathers. Inasmuch as he shows 
no symptoms of early aeeey. but, on the con- 
trary, a Vigorous determination to so handle the 
machinery as to insure the nomination of a 
eounty ticket of his ewn selection, little har- 
mony way be expected during this campaign. 
‘That he has all the dctermination and little of 
the tact of his familyseems to be conceded. He 
is accused of having refused every overture in 
the interest of harmony and the natienal ticket. 

On tie other hand, it seems to be a fact that 
certain office holders, ever suspected of a will- 
ingness to trade off national candidates and 
local candidates for their own aggrandizement, 
are sbeltered by the anti-Tilden faction. They 
are open to the suspicion of having dealt with 
the Payn faction in the past and sold out the can- 
didates of their own party whom they have 
helped to nominate. Both factions profess loy- 
aity to tne national ticket, though the anti- 
Tilden men insist thatif matters g wrong the 
responsibility must rest upon the lden men, 
since these are in charge of the machinery. 
Mr. Tilden’s preventive against double-dealing 
this Faliis simple enough, from his point of 
view, though itis by no means 60 Satisfactory 
as sowe other remedies prepared at his New- 
Lebanon laboratory. He will not nominate 
the county ticket until after Field 
Marshal Payn has placed the Republican 
county ticket in the field, even if he has to wait 
until the dawn of election day. When he does 
make the nominations they will be of men, he 
insists, who will stand or fall together, not one 


of whom will be charged with having entered

The Republicans have only recently emerged 
from a bitter factional fight themselves. Ex- 
Senator Hoysradt was wont to hoist his Dutch 
colors and give battle with such fierceness to 
the Field Marshal's coherts that the latter cen- 
erally took refuge in flight. At times the Hoys- 
radt column leaned up against the Tilden col- 
ump for mutual consolation and support. The 
anti-Tilden men and Mr. Payn’s followers have 
generally adopted a similar precaution against 
surprise. Buta truce prevails, and the Repub- 
licans have naturally interested themselves in 
the Democratic quarrel. 

Field Marshal Payn executed what was con-. 
sidered a shrewd political move when A. B. 


Cornell, then his friend, was a candidate for. 


Governor. He gave the whole Republican’ 
county ticket away, and his liberality was re- 
warded by something like 1,300 majority in the 
county for Mr. Cornell. Itis believed that his 
plans for carrying Columbia by 1,200 majority 
for Harrison involve a scheme similar to that of 
nine yearsago. Backed by a liberal a 
fund, no doubt it would be cleverly executed.

After ap- 
pointing a committee to consider such recom- 
mendations as had been made in the reports the 
convention ae iar untilto-day at10 o’clock.

‘DECIDED AGAINST THE MARY POWELL. 

Judge Lacombe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday confirmed the decision of 
the United States District Court in the suit 
brought by the owners of the barge Philip Sin- 
nott against the steamboat Mary Powell. The 
barge lay on July 7, 1886, at the Twenty- 
fourth-street pier, North River, projecting into 


the river beyond the pier. Another barge lay 
across the end of the pier, and the Sinnott did 
not project more than half the width of this 
barge, which was 23 feet. The Twenty-fourth- 
street pier extends 512 feet from the shore line. 
The Twenty-second-street pier only extends 400 
feet from the shore line. There was a good 


Mary Powell swung out from her pier, but her 
pilotsaw he weuld be carried against the barge, 
and gave the signal to stop. It was too late, 
and the stern of the steamboat bit the barge.

Thedecree of the Dis- 
trict Court is affirmed.”

‘interfere with his delivery, however, which was 
easy, graceful, and entertaining. 

He opened his lecture with the startling 
proposition that memory had little or nothing 
to do with remembrance. He explained this 
seeming paradox by instancing the well-known 
factof aged people remembering incidents of 
their far-away youth without being able to re- 
call the happenings of yesterday; of people of 
all ages forgetting pames or dates for the mo- 
ment and then recalling them subsequently; of 
the ordinary ability to remember more easily 
‘the minutiw of familiar subjects, and of the 

eneral tendency to remember better in’certain 

irections than in others. His conclusion was 
that if memory alone was responsible fox re- 
Macmbrance the recent would be more readily 
recalled than the remote, and one would be able 
te remember as well in one direction as an- 
other. But this was not true, as every man 
knew of his own experience. 

Another explanation must therefore be looked 
for, and the lecturer thought he had found it. 
The brain was not divided into compartments, 
as some scientists hold, but wasa unit. To this 
unit ideas eome and expel weaker ideas that 
they fina there. On the other hand, if the ideas 
in the mind are stronger than those that come 
to it the latter will not be admitted. The strong 
always overcome the weak. But if there are 
two ideas in the mind at ence, and they are of 
equal strength, they do not tight, but blend, and 
this blending of ideas of equal strength is the 
basis of all brain activity, and produces remem- 
.brance. For one idea cannot come back with- 
out bringing the other withit. After blending 
they never come singly, and the facility of recol- 
lection depends upon the strength of the bilend- 
ing To remember anything, therefore, one 
must associate it with some blending idea, but 
there must not be too many ideas in the mird 
‘at once, fur that produces weakness. 

The lecturer then illustrated this point by 
giving along list of words, two at a time, with 
the admonition that the audience shoulda think 
of only each pair and their mutual association 
for the moment that they were under considera-' 
tion. Although the list was very long the 
auditors found that they could repeat it both 
forward and backward. In conolusion, after 
ample illustration, Dr. Pick gavo this funda- 
mental rule for remembrance: First, concen- 
trate the mind on as few ideas as possible; sec- 
ond, consider the bearings of these ideas one 
upon the other.

OLASSIS «FALL MEETING. 


INNOVATIONS IN THE LITURGY BY DR. 
KITTREDGE UNDER DISCUSSION. 

The Classis of New-York held its Fall 
weeting yesterday in the lecture room of the 
church at Twenty-ninth-street and Fifth-aye- 
-nue. One of the matters considered was that 
of the hymn books used in the Madison-Avenue 
Reformed Church, of which the Rey. Dr. Kit- 
tredge is Pastor. Recently a new hymn book 
called’ Laudes Dei was introduced, and Dr. Kit-. 
‘tredge in his communion service has not exactly 
‘followed the form laid downin the Dutch Re- 
formed liturgy. Elder Floyd Clarkson ealled 


the attention of the Classis to this matter, and 
yesterday the Committee on Overtures made a 
‘report in regard to it. The Consistory of the 
church in defense did not deny the allegations, 
but claimed that the new hymn book was supe- 
rior to those indorsed bythe General Synod of 
the Reformed Church. 

As regards the form used by the Rev. Dr. 
Kittredge in the Lord’s Supper service, it was 
isaid to embody all the necessary features of the 
Reformed Church prescribed formula, but to be 
more impressive with the additions of the Pas- 
tor. The Committee on Overtures, of which the 
Rev. Dr. Vermilye was Chairman, recommend- 
ed the sending of a letter to the Consistory of 
the church recommending that the church do | 
not adopt a new hymn book till after the Gen- 
eral Synod, which ‘was now considering the: 
question’ of hymnology, should report to the 
churches upen the question. Attention was 
also called to the fact that in the making out of 
& Gall to a Paster to a Reformed church, special 
attention was called to the forms and con- 
stitution of the church and allegiance thereto. 
The letter states the hope that the matter will 
be settled in the Consistory of the church with- 
out trouble. 

The Madison-Avenue Church has grown rapid- 
ly under the pastorate of the Rev. Dr. Kittredge, 
and many Presbyterians have come into the 
church. j 

The Rev. Dr. Terry of the South Reformed 
Church reported in regard to the new proposed 
church op One Hundred and Forty-fifth-street, 
near St. Nicholas-avenue, that the congregation 
would probably apply in a short time for the 
regular organization of a church under the 
Classis. Measures were taken to aid the church 
in its early days. It is the first new church. 
sturted im this olty by the Classis in 24 years, 
and much interest is Boing taken init by the 
more progressive ministers in the church.

ING A PATENT AGENT. 

The Rey. Ballard S. Dunn, a regularly 
ordained clergyman, who is now .without a 
ehurch, and who lives in a boarding house at 7 
.Fifth-avenue, was a prisoner before Justice 
Gorman at the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday to answer for an assault upon Daniel 
Jackson, a patent agent, of 33 West Sixty-first- 
street. Dunn, who is 59 years of age, claims to 
be the inventor and owner of a machine by 
which gas is utilized for fuelin running sta- 
tionary and locomotive engines, and the assault 
grew out of a dispute about the ownership of 


It had been seized, and Jacksen 

Gorman that he was in 
charge of the _ property as the yrepre- 
sentative of the persons in interest. 
Mr. Dunn went to the werksbep Monday 
afternoon and wanted to interfere with the 
machine. Jackson refused to allew him that 
privilege, whereupon the clergyman became in- 
censed and struck him over the head with his 
waiking cane, smashing his hat and. breaking 
the cane. Jackson had him arrested and Dr, A, 
H. Sinith of 226 East Forty-second-street gave 
bail for his appearance in court. 

The defendant said that he had purchased the 
machinery from Henry Schmidt and eagaged L. 
B. White, an engineer, to take charge oft and 
perfect it. In paying for the machinery he had 
“given a number of promissory notes. White 
had zone security for the payment of the rent 
of the workshop, and, in order to secure him, 
Mr. Dunn had deeded to him the property in 
trust. Ife had been betrayed, he said, by White, 
whom he had trusted aud who had been plotting 
to get the machinery into his own possessien. 
White haa assigned his contract with Dunn and 
‘certain promissory notes which be had obtained 
possession of to ex-Gov. Abbett, at whoseinstance 
when tbe notes became due and Dunn could not 
pay them, the machinery was attached by the 
Sheriff. On Mouday he went to the workshop 
with a gentleman who was disposed to agaist 
him out ef bis tinancial difficulties, with the in- 
tention of showing him the machinery. Jack- 
son interfered and eo irritated him that he 
struck him with his walking cane.

Mr. Choate argued to the jury that every man 
had the right to rule in his own house untram- 
meled by father-in-law and mother-in-law, and 
that even if Mr. MoBride aid occasionally drink 
intoxicants that was no reason why a separa- 
tion should be granted. Then he brought to the 
jurymen’s attention the memorable New Year's 
celebration at the residence of the Bomeislers 
mn 1885.

HARBOR LINES. 


THE BOARD OF ARMY OFFICERS TO 
MEET THIS MORNING. 

The board of regular. army officers 
which was recently appointed by the Assistant 
Secretary of War under an authorization of 
Congress to fix the harbor “lines” or limits of 
New-York Harbor will meet for organization 
this morning. Its first work will be to ascertain 
what the necessities of the harbor are. For a 
long time there has been a tendency by owrers 
of property along the shores to extend their 
piers so far into the navigable waters as to 
threaten the channels. Tho board will remedy 


these violations of the navigation laws and then 
proceed, by means of surveys, to accurately 
determine just how far piers or docks may ex- 
tend from the shore. The board’s object will be, 
also, the retention of as great an area of water 
as is compatible with commerce, not alone for, 
the purpose of making traffic more secure, but 
to preserve a sufficient volume of water to 
make the depth of the channel at Sandy Hook 
bar capable of floating the largest steamships, 

Gen. Abbott, who will be, as ranking officer of 
the board, its Chairman, said yesterday that 
tne necessity for some action by the Govern- 
ment forthe preservation of the harbor had 
been leng manifest. Persons living in the local- 
ity affected do not seem to realize the imper- 
tance of guarding their waterways from ever 
encroachment. “Of course,” he continued, 
“New-York has a number of officials, consti- 
tuting the Dock Board and the Pilot Commis- 
sion, whose province it is to protect the harpor. 
They do their work, however, enly to protect 
local interests. The Government officials will 
goto werk en awider seope than that. The 
same task which will be undertaken here is in 
progress in Boston Harbor, where there isa 
board of three officers, including myself. Our 
work here will take a long time, but when 
it will be finished [I am unable ito say. 
Until the thing is completed, however, 
the board will not, I think, make any 
statement concerning it. There may be public 
meetings called, but [ doubt if there will be any 
fer seme time.”’ 

Gen. Abbott mentioned one case in particular 
where a magnificent harbor was made nearly 
useless because of the negligence ef the local 
authorities. It was in Michigan, on Lake Su- 
perior, at the place where almost all the mined 
copper is shipped. For years, he said, the 
refuse rock of the mills was dumped into the 
harbver until there were formed several arti- 
ficial islands which threatened the usefulness 
of the bay and were tending to destroy the 
business of the place.

HILL AND THE AQUEDUCT 


HOW THE GOVERNOR'S NOTES 
WERE MADE AND USED. 
HILL’S SHAMELESS PROSTITUTION OF 

OFFICIAL POWER» FOR PERSONAL 
AND POLITICAL GAIN CLEARLY PRE- 
SENTED FOR PUBLIC JUDGMENT. 
L 

The history of Gov. Hill’s relation to the 
New-York Aqueduct .was inéufficiently told 
during the investigation by the Senate Com- 
mittee. It was impossible to tell the story 
thoreughly at that time because of the great 
volume of testimony. Now that the testimony 
has been printed it oan be told by the witnesses 
themselves and all irrelevant matter be disre- 
garded. It is as follows: 

The bill authorizing the construction of the 
new aqueduct for the city of New-York was 
passed on the 1st of June, 1883, as Chapter 
490 of the laws of that year. By the passage 
of this law the city was launched in the under- 
taking of a great public work involving the 
expenditure of many millions of dellars for 
the purpose of affording an ample supply of 
pure water. It. was the most important work 
undertaken by the city since the construction 
of the original Croton Aqueduct. It was & 
work of such character as to require its com- 
plete divorce from politics and to demand 
that business principles should alone control in 
its erection. The board to whom this work was 
intruated consisted of the Mayer of the city, 
the Commissioner of Public Works, the Con- 
troller, Mr. Christopher C. Baldwin, Mr. Will- 
iam Dowd, and Mr. Jamos C. Spencer, well- 
known citizens. 

The first contracts were let on the 13th of 
December, 1884. For these centracts there 
were 26 bidders. Had they been let section by 
section to the lowest bidders they wold have 
been let for $111,703,597. Instead of this 
contracts for Sections 6 to 11 were let to 
O’Brien & Clark for $6,593,187 50, and Sections 
2 to 5 to Brown, Howard & Co. for $5,297.- 
155, in all $11,890,342 50. This, as has ap- 
peared in the investigation of. the Senate Com- 
mittee, was caused by political conaiderations, 
Brown, Howard & Co. were Repnblicans and 
O’Brien & Clark Democrats. Political comsid- 
erations thus began to contro! at the very in- 
ception of practical work. Jehn O’Brien, whose 
firm had got the larger share, was the Chairman 
of the Demooratic State Committee. 

A few days after the letting of these con- 
tracts, Jan. 1, 1885, David B. Hill became Gov- 
ernor of the State, W. KR. Grace Mayor of the 
city, and Rollin M. Squire, Commissioger of 
Public Works, E. V. Loew was Controller. The 
board thus consisted of Grace. Squire, Loew, 
Dowd, Baldwin, and Spencer, the latter being 
its President. William L. Muller was then, as 
he is now, the Governer’s personal representa- 
tive. This statement ss to who were the 
chief parties to the transactions prepares us for 
the story of what followed. But, inasmuch as 
the friends of Gov. Hill deny his responsibility 
fer the acts of Mr. Muller, and, inasmucn as he 
was the connecting link between the Governor 
and the other parties, it is necessary there 
should be ne doubt on this point. e turn 
therefore to the testimony of the witnesses be- 
fore the Senate Committes. Mr. Muller testt- 
fled, (page 3,600:) 

“Q.—What relation did yon have with Gov. Hill 
before he became Governer? A.—In 1882 I] went 
into partnersbip with h and remained his law 

artner until he assumed the duties of the office of 

overnor, when the President went to Washington. 
What was thename of the firm! a.—Hill

“Q—Isn’t it a fact that you have lived in the 
Governor’s house when you have been any t 
A.—It is a fact t I have stopped with him when 
I have been in Al on business ever since he 
been Governor.” 

Mr. David 0. L. Rebinson of Elmira, son of 
ex-Gov. Lucius Robinson, testified, (page 93:) 


“Q—After Gov, Hill became Governor of the 
State what pro: jon of the time has Mr. Muller 
spentin Elmira? A.—Well, I have seon him there, 
of and on, two or three-4ays at a time, perhaps six 


or eight times a year.” 

Assemblyman William Sheehaa, who is Gov. 
Hill's representative ay ee floor of the Assenr 
bly, and who appesr. ere the committee to 
watch Governor's interests, testified, (page 
3,123:)

uire testified (page 31) that in January, 
1886, the very time when Muller was at work 
getting Sectien 12 awarded to O’Brien & Clark, 
the Governor said to Muller in his presence: 


“Tfatany Mr. Squire desires to 
reach me and does not care to come to me, desires 
to communicate with me and does not care to write 
to me, that = may 
may say to him he may as com 
and that anything he say to you he may regard 
oa being to me, and I have cautioned him not 
to let any one else ecoupy that position with him.” 


In the Fall of 1885 David B. Hill was the 
Democratic nominee for the Governorship. 
During the campaign he was in need of funds 
and his friends ht to raise money for him 
by eran the unt ef his notes. Thus 
Squire testifies, (pages 34-39:)

“Q.—What, the Parker money? A.—The Parker 
money. And he wanted to raise $5,200 to meet the 
other note, and drew an individual note of Muller’s 
and asked me ifI would indorse that. I did so and 
raised the money in Rhinebeck. * * * I was in- 
formed it was Gov. Hill’s note indorsed by Muler 
and Parker. * * 

*“Q.—What did you do with thatdraft? A.—I gave 
itto John K. Crattof Kingston to go to Montreal 
and see Keenan and bring back that note. What 
he did with it I don’t know. I think he gave it to 
Muller for the Governor. I never saw the note.” 

When these facts first became publicly known, 
but before the appointment of the Senate com- 
mittee, Gov, Hill made a statement explanatory 
of the facts, and which he gave out for general 
publication on the 12th of April, 1888. In this 
statement be said: 

“Near the close of the campaign of 1885 the 
Democratic State Committee were short of funds 
and appealed to me to aidthem. I consented tolend 
them my credit. * * * The committee used the 
avails in the legitimate expenses of the campaign.” 

It will be remembered that O’Brien was Chair- 
man ef the State Committee. He says he did 
not hear of the tive-thousand-dollar note till the 
Wednesday or Thursday following the election. 
That was the note held by John Keenan, who 
had fied to Canada between the date of the mak- 
ing of the note and its maturity. His were bad 
hands in which to let such paper lie, and in- 
stead of asking tts renewal Mulier made another 
note which O’Brien had discotnted in Rhine- 
beek, and the first note was then taken up with 
the proeeeds of the second. 

Jt will be remembered that O’Brien testified 
that he got the money for Muller on the ten- 
thousand-dollar note on the Wednesday or 
Thursday before election. O’Brien swore also 
that the State Committee had then adjourned 
until after’ election and that {ts members had 


gone to their several homes. He did not swear. 


that he as the Chairman used the money, but 
pe he got it in “fives and tens’’ and gave it to 
uller. 

Gov. Hill admits having made the notes, but 
there is ne evidence extant to support him in 
his statements either “that the Democratic 
State Committee appealed to him” or that tho 
committee used the “avails in the legitimate 
— of the campaign.” The * avails’ were 
u by Muller, and when he got the $10,000 in 

artioular only Friday, Saturday, Sunday, and 

onday intervened to election day. -The com- 
mittee bad closed its campaign and stopped its 
a gp ern But Muller could still dispose 
with advantage of “fives and tens.” There 
could have been no legitimate expenses toward 


defraying which this money could have gone. 


The law on the subject ia clear. 

The Governor thus stands convicted of hav- 
ing, while Chief Executive officer of this State, 
openly violated the law with regard to the ex- 

nditure of money in elections. If O’Brien 

Clark bad sued him on this note the courts 
would have held it an illegal and immora! con- 
tract, as they did in the case of Foley against 
Spier, in which the Court of Appeals said: 

* Both the statute and the Pringyples settled in 
Jackson against Walker (Hill, 27) arg decisive 
againat the appellants. In that case the law upon 
the subject, after full discussion by learned and 
able counsel, was stated in the opinion of the court 

@ manner to which we think no just exception 
can be taken. It may have been an extreme case, 
but to it rules of construction were applied from 
which there should be no me erage The act of 
1829 (chapter 37%) was entitled ‘An act to preserve 
the purity of elections.’ With two specified excep- 
tions, it was declared to be unlawful to contribute 
money to promote an_ election of any par- 
ticular person or _ ticket The exceptions 
were qi) for defraying the expenses of 
printing, (2) the circulation of votes, handbills, and 
other papers. A thi was added for conveying 
poor, sick, or infirm electors to the polls. ‘These 
provisions were re-enacted, and now form part of 
the act of 1842. Kverything else is forbidden. The 
complain! recognizes and states these three things 
ae the cause of the action. Itis very clear the evi- 

ce goes beyond it. The agreement, as prove, 
inoludes the rent of rooms—the headquarters of this 
self-appointed association for promoting the inte 
ests of particular candidates—and so comes withi: 
the very letter of the case cited. So1t is within the 
express condemnation of the statute; for itis not 
one of the excepted purposes, So, generally, the 
claim includes ‘anything incidental to the business 
ofan election.’ One thing incidertal to that event is 
*‘Procuring the tar teen 3 the voters at the polls,’ 

pro ited.

urpose of procuring the election of the same 
candidates, was the payment of $1,000 to one of the 
plaintiffs fer his servicesin taking charge of the 
rooms and running the association. Upon the plaint- 
iffs showing the agreement included illegal and 
forbidden items. 

**It would be difficult indeed to find a transaction 
which should present more elements of political 
corruption than the one devised by the p fs. 
They, present themselves to the public under the 
specious and attractive guise of a reform associa- 
tion, while they are in fact actuated by a desire for 
pecuniary profit, and are indemnified against ex- 
penses which professedly were incurred in the cause 
st good government by the obligations of individ- 
uals who are personally interested in the result. 
We think it is not only overage and made crim- 
inal by statute, but void because contrary to public 
po and the welfare of the community.” 








HOPE FOR SMALL CREDITORS, 


A decision of vital interest tothe commercial 
community was rendered by Judge Andrews at the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court on Monday un- 
der the amendment of 1887 to the General Assign- 
ment act of this State. It was atest case te set 

ide a confessed judgment to preferred creditors of 
afhounts exceeding one-third the value of the avail- 
able assets. In this case the confessed judgments 
even exceeded the available assets, and when the 
Assignee refused tobring action to set aside the 
judgment, the creditor who had been left outin the 
cold brought suit to enjoin the Sheriff from paying 
aut the money realized on the stock of goods. 
Josephine M. Soussman, dealer in dr oft in 
Grand-atreet, had failed for about $20,000. There 
were three preferred creditors, the total of whose 
claims amounted to about $7,000. The goods 
seized sold for $4,000. 

The suit was brought by Spelman Brothers, who 
had buta small ciai and the action was to test the 
validity of the 188 emiment. Judge Andrews 
rendered judgment in vor of Spelman Brothers, 

under the decision their claim will receive 
equal consideration with these of the preferred 


creditors.

GUILTY OF OCONTEMPT. 

Judge O’Brien of the Supreme Court has 
granted the motion of Alfred George Stone to 
punish Mrs. Emma Foley, Charlies E. Bergermann, 
and W. Duryee Hughes for oontempt. They are 
directed to pay a judgment secured against Mrs. 
Foley by Stone to the amount of $564 05. Mrs. 


Foley giginally brought an action againat Stone 
for assault, and he was arrested. The order of ar- 
rest was subsequently vacated, and he then sued 
Mrs. Foley and her sureties on the beeen meg rl ot 
the order of arrest fer damages. Bergermann is by 
the affidavit of councet for Stone a straw bailer. 





CAMPAIGN BADGES SEIZED. 

A number of very unique and pretty silk cam- 
paign badges came through the Custom House yes- 
terday from Europe consigned to an importing house 
in this city.

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A DEMOCRATIC STILL-HUNT 


MIOHIGAN REPUBLICANS “‘OCON- 
HIDENI” BUI WORRIED. 
THE OUTLOOK IN THE STATE FROM 
DEMOORATIC, REPUBLICAN, AND 
PROHIBITION HEADQUARTERS, 
Detroit, Oct. 15.—The Republicans of 


Michigan are more alarmed about the gravity 


ef the political situation in this State than they 
are willing teadmit, That they regard the out- 
look as serious is not denied by them, altheugh 
in the same breath in which they admit that the 
history of the State is against them they form- 
ally assert that they will carry it for Harrison 
and Luce. They realize that the Democrats 
have made a vigorous campaign, and that they 
began to work long before the Republicans had 
oiled their machine to grind out delegates to 
Chicago. The Democrats made no fuss about 
the early work that they did: They are making 
Jess noise now than the Republicans, and this is 
probably a good explanation of the Republican 
assertion that the Michigan Democrats, under 
the lead of Chairman Weston, are making a “‘atill- 
hunt.” Of course that is very: melancholy. 
Nothing is more exasperating to a politician 
who has been accustomed to well-worn ruts to 
nave for an opponent 4 man who is original and 
ingenious and secretive. That is the sort of 
man the Democrats now have at the head of 
their State organization. He has no use for a 
brass band, or a parade of appointments for 
speakers, or any desire to devote himself to en- 
tertaining political gossips, who devote them- 
selves to keeping everybody ‘‘posted” about 
what the State Committee has done and intend 


todo. AsI have already stated, the problem 
before the Democrats, at the outset of this cam- 
Paign, was to s0 change the relative conditious 
ot the two stronger parties in this State as to 
wipe out the Republican lead of 3,300 votes in 
1884, at the same time bearing in mind that the 
Democrats must hold their shere ot the natural 
increase of votes. 

The whole vote of the State in 1884 was 
401,216. If the increase is as great as it was 
between 1880 and 1884, the whole vote on 
Nov. 6 will be nearly 450,000. The estimates 
at committees headquarters are not so high. Up 
to this time, in each sueceeding election, the 
Democrats appear to have had no difficulty in 
getting their share. The increase of population 
is toa considerable extent coniributed by for- 
eign immigration. If the liquor question had 
not come to be considered a party matter, as it 
has, the Republicans would eusily have ob- 
tained a larger shure of uew voters from the 
Germans and Irish. By voting to submit the 
question of Prohibition to a popular vote 
the Republicans have incurred some German 
hostility, notwithstanding that the awend- 
ment was rejected. The rejection of the amdéad- 
ment, however, has excited among the Probi- 
bitionists a stronger opposition to the Repub- 
licans; who are accused by the temperance ad- 
vovates ef having joined with the Democrats to 
deieat the constitutional amendments. The 
steady and rapid growth of the Probibitionists 
in recent yearsis so grave & menaee to the Re- 
publicans thatitis remarkable that the State 
Committee should admit that it is treating the 
Prohibitionists as if they do notexist. Yet they 
had 15,000 votes in 1884 and 25,000 in 1886. 
If they only held thvir 1886 vote, as itis not 
unreasonable to suppose they will, the doubt- 

,fuluess of Michigan will cease. It will be a 
Dewocratic State beyond question. 

And that is what Chairman Weston of the 
Democratic State Committee is trying to make 
it. When the campaign opened he had bhead- 
quarters here in Detroit. A short trial or the 
city led him to conclude that for his purposes 16 
was not the best place. Mr. Wellington R. 
Burt had been nominated for Governor on the 
Democratic ticket. Helives at East Saginaw, 
100 miles away. He proposed to wake a lively 
campaign and he wanted te be near headquar- 
ters as frequently as possible. Mr. Weston lives 
at Grand Kapids, where he is Mayor of the city, 
and he also desired to ge heme occasionally to 
look alter ‘home interests” in a Congressional 
district which the Kepublicaus would be greatly 
pleased to take away from Mr. M. H. Ford, a 
wretcbed low-tariff man. So the transfer 
of the State headquarters was not only 
convenient for the candidate for Governor, but 
it gave the Chairman a piace to work in where 
he would be tree from the visits of idiers. Mr. 
Burt made up a programme of meetings for 
each week. Leaving home on Monday, by regu- 
lar or special train, he darts away frem 100 to 
200 miles to speak twice a day at places far 
apart. He woves with such a degree of agility 
and covers 80 much ground asto make it diffi- 
cult for his opponent, even if he could afford it, 
to begin to keop up with him. When he wants 
to move he goes. An engine willdo if he can- 
not zet a car, and a hand car would be made to 
answer in a pinch. 

According te Mr. Weston, who is very reluc- 
taut to talk abeut the détails of campaign work, 
the Demucrats are only making a reasonably 
diligent effort to prove that there is a Demo- 
cratic Party in the State, that tariff reform is 
not a menace te Michigan’s prosperity, that 
State taxes as well as Federal taxes are too 
high, and that the way to express a belief in the 
desirability of low taxes for Michigan is to vote 
for Cleveland for President and Burt for Gov- 
ernor. He admits, that here and there, in the 
cities, the Democrats will lose a vote on the 
tariff question, but taking city and country to- 
gether he considers it 1s safe to say that where 
one vote is lost two are gained. The Republic- 
ans may gaicr some soidier votes where the 
Grand Army organizations have been evcour- 
aged to regard the President’s vetoes 
as acts of hostility, to the soldiers— 
@- notion that is being contradicted 
to a large extent by the use of good campaign 
documents. Mr. Weston tiads the Prohibition- 
ists active, but ne does not expect to see a large 
increase in their vote. If they poll 20,000 he 
will regard 1t as a good vote. He is not relying 
upon the Prohibition vote, however, to achieve 
Demecratic success. Some of the Probibition- 
ista are Democrats, and he would expect sume 
Democratic losses With @ great increase of the 
temperance vote in the State. The Labor Party, 
or that part of it that has not “fused” with the 
Democrats, will not cuta great figure. It 1s main- 
tained by Chairman uay, and everybody 
understands that. The old Greenbackers, or 
the Greenback Labor Party, named their Elect- 
ore at their Grand ; Rapids convention, and the 
Demecrats accepted them. Quay’s labor con- 
vention at Detroit refused to name any of them, 
and set up a atraight labor ticket. r. Weston 
is of the opinion that their vote will be small, 
and that whatever it may be it will hurt the 
Republicans, as the men who vote a separate 
ticket would nearly all vote for Harrison if such 
a ticket were net in the field. 

The Republican State Headquarters are here in 
Detroit, and Secretary Tillman, in the absence 
of Chairman Hepkings, gaye the writer informa- 
tion from the Republican standpoint. He was 
contident that Harrison would carry Michigan, 
because the peeple were very much worked up 
about the tariff legislation proposed by the 
Democratic President and House of Representa- 
tives. He put the whole vote of the State at 
about 420,000, although that seemed less than 
it is entitled to. His figures alsoinciuded an 
estimate of 30,000 new voters in the State, of 
whieh number the Republicans were confident 
of getting a large share. The charges on ac- 
count of opposition. to “free trade” would in- 
vrease the Kepublican Jead, he said, and make 
up fully for the loss of German and Irish 
votes on account of resentment for Re- 

uplican liquor legislatiun. ‘As for the 

rohibitionists,” -saiad Mr. Tillman, “ we are 
proceeding as if there were no such party in 
existenec.” He did not believe they would do 
more than hold the vote cast by them feur 
years ago. The Democrats, he said, had allowed 

urt to take charge of the campaign, and they 
bad been making a still hunt with a double- 
barreled headquarters, one at Grand Rapids 
and the other at East paste. Their State 
campaign upon the tax question was ee 9 
resentation of the meanest sort, but it would 
not defeat Luce for Governor.

There is a dingy banner hanging upon the 
front of a building that faces the i all, and 
in the rooms behind the banner Mr, Albert 
Dodge, Chairman of the Prohibition State Com- 
mittee, is directing the campaign in Michigan 
for Fisk and brooks and Cheney, the latter the 
Prohibition candidate for Governor. Mr. Dodge 
18 More sanguine about the success of the Pro- 
hibitionists than the Chairmen of either of the 
old parties could be expected to be. He does 
not look to see them carry the State for Fisk, 
but they will succeed in increasing their vote 
to not less than 30,000. In 1884, when the 
“party oS 18,000 votes, and in 1886, when 

t lied 25,000, it was not so well organ- 
iz as it is now. It has organizations in 
10 counties in the Lower Peninsula and 
in. 7 counties in the Upper Peninsula 
where there were never any orgauizations be- 
fore this campaign. In all there were organiza- 
tione in 71 out of 84 conaties, and 13 counties 
in which there were votes and no organized 
elubs or committees. Through these organiza- 
tions he had ascertained a great deal of infor- 
mation as tu the probable yote, and it justitied 
him in saying that it would reach 30,000. Lhere 
were more speakers than the party had in the 
last campaign. An indication of the interest 
taken in the cause was given by the replies re- 
ceivea from letters sent to Methodist ministers 
of the Michigan Conference. Letters were sent 
to 148 ministers, euch asking these questions: 
bid you vote for St. John? Will you vote for 
Fisk? Will you speak for the party? Of the 
148 addressed, 52 replied that they had not 
voted for St. John, but 42 of them 
will vote for Fisk, and 88 _ replied 
that they would make speeches for the 
party.

They have noth- 
ing toexpect from the Democrats, for they re- 
gard them asthe admitted fues of liquor leg- 
islation. The Republicans, while pretending 
to be friendly to prohibition, have only pre- 
tended in order to Ahe B ping heer vote. 
In power tn L ey voted to sub- 
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the Republican and Prohibition vote ought 
to have carried it by a large majority it was 
beaten by 5,000, and on a vote that sho that 
many Republicans had dodged. The ty is 
now voting for future organization, and none 
of the other candidates or issues are aeeareet 
asof any impertance as compared with devel- 
opment of a stronger organization. There isa 
full State ticket, candidates for Congress jin 
every district, and ceuaty and legislative nomi- 
nations, and an earnest effort will be made to 
getevery Pronibitionist to loyally support ail 
the nominations, 

There is an organization in the State callea, 


the Union Labor Party, but there does not ap- 


pear to be any doubt that itis, as the Demo- 
crats assert, a Side show of the Republican or- 
ganization. They have no headquarters. They 
are not making a campaign. The leading labor 
orator in the State, ‘‘ Hank” Robinson, whe ran 
tor Congress in the First District against Judge 
Chipman two years ago, is on the omep tor the 
Democrats. The labor vote will be divided into 
@ very large, and a very small section. The 
small one, after feeply pretending to be for 
other candidates, will support Harrisen; the 
bulk of the vote will go with the Dem- 
ocrats, as it did in the last Presiden- 
tial election. It may be said of the 
Republican predictions or expectations, for 
they do not predict that they are net based 
ponaciese poll. Tney are plainly loose in 
atting the probable increase of the State vote 
at 20,000 and the number of new voters at 
30,000. There is no doubt whatever that the 
Republicans are lacking information about 
details of the Democratic campaign that they 
ought to possess, and at an early day, if they 
mean to meet their opponents at all points. 
They are no doubt trying to find out, and as 
long as they de net they will probably continue 
to speak of Mr. Weston’s work as a “still hunt.” 
That the Republican State Cewmittee regards 
itas necessary to arouse the voters is evident 
from an inspection of the list of speakers from 
out ef the State who are to address meetings 
for the next two or three weeks. About 30 of 
them. are here, including Clark B. Carr of 
Illinola, Frank Plumley of Vermont, Mra. J. 
Ellen Foster of Iowa, Mrs. M. A. Hazlett, Mr. 
Theodore Roosevelt, and others. The Demo- 
cratic list of meetings 1s small, smaller than the 
number of meetings, for little effort is made to 
announce them outside of the interested neigh- 
borhood. Among the Demoeratic speakers is 
ex-Senator C. W. Jones of Fiorida.

PERFORATED CHAIR SEATS. 





THEIR MANUFACTURERS COMBINE IN 


ORDER TO RAISE PRICES, 

Acombination of the perforated chair seat 
manufacturers of the United States has been 
formed under the name of the Veneer Seat Man- 
ufacturers’ Asseciation, and Matthew Taylor, 
257 Broadway, has been appointed its Commis- 
sioner. Ali of the factories making these seats 
are situated in the East, with one exception. It 
is denied that the combination has tne character 
of a trust, and the claim is made that its only 


object is toput the business of manufacturing 
these seats upon a paying basis. It is said that 
‘of late years jobbers ‘have seld the seats as 
leaders” for other and more profitable goods, 
and that by reason of this the manufacturers 
have beer unable to sell their goods at a profit. 
The jobbers, teo, it is said, sold large quantities 
of seats to peddlers, who injured the business by 
doing cheap work in offices, replacing cane seats 
with the more durable perforated article. 

The association has issued a circular fixing 
the terms, prices.and conditions on which dealers 
will be supplied with goeds, and establishing 
rates of discount. In addition to these discounts, 
all purchasers whe shall have maintained the 
prices and terms on ail sales shall be entitled te 
special rebates, calculated upon the aggregate 
purchases frew all the members of the associa- 
tion. The rebates are to be paid quarterly and 
only upon the express condition that the pur- 
chaser has maintained the prices and terms of 
the assoeiation, and that he has net knowingly 
supplied goods to any dealer who fails to muain- 
tain sueh prices and terms. Any dealer violat- 
ing the terms of the association will not there- 
after be supplied by any manufacturer, except- 
ing at full jist prices for cash on delivery, and 
withoat discount or rebate. 

Each member has paid into the association 
a large sum of money, which shall be forfeited 
on proof of violation of any of the terms of 
the association. The manufacturers have also 
bound all of their salesmen and agents to matn- 
tain strictly, both in letter and spirit, the 
terms which they themselves have agreed to. 
Any salesinan er agent who sball be convicted 
of any violation of these provisions will upon 
conviction be discharged from the empley of 
the member with whom he is connected, and 
will not thereafter be employed by any other 
member of the association. 

Manufacturers who have actually lost money 
during the depression of the last few years will 
be allowed a percentage on all of the sales of 
the association until such losses, authentically 
established.shall have been made up. Allof the 
manufacturers in the country are in the com- 
bination, and an advance in prices will be one 
of the inevitable results of its formation. These 
perforated seats huve almost entirely replaced 
the ol€ cane seats withina few years. They 
were first introduced by William D. Gardner, 
and are now extensively exported. Eight hun- 
dred men are employed in their manufacture in 
this city. There is no patent on them. and they 
can be made by any one having the necessary 
Diant.

WHEAT. 


FLOUR WEAKER, WITH SELLERS WILL- 


ING TO DO BUSINESS. 


The influences which controlled the 
wheat market at the New-York Produce Ex- 
change yesterday furenoon were all lecal in 
their character. In the afternoon prices began 
to stiffen somewhat with Chicago. December, 
which closed Monday at $1 10%, opened yester- 
day at $1 11, and dropped to $1 1019. Later 
it went to $1 13%,and closed very duil at 
$1 May, which closed Monday at $1 14%, 
opened yesterday at $1 144, the Jowest figure 
of the day, and reached $1 17%, closing stag- 
nant at $1 174s. The demand was very light, 
and in consequence. the trading amounted to 
the very low tigure of 2,250,000 bushels. Of 
this amount 1,400,000 were of December, and 
1,080,000 bushels May wheat. Frequently dur- 
ing the day the pit was almest rerfectly silent, 
intervals of several minutes vccurring between 
trades. ie 

Corn was lower on options from 4s to %X8o0f a 
eent, with only a moderately active business. 
In spot corn, also lower frompel to 14 cents, 
there was a more active bust. is, chiefly for 
export. 

he flour market continues to grow weaker, 
the rally im,wheat yesterday not having had any 
tendency to stop the decline. Yesterday’s 
market was weak, with willing sellers and only 
@ moderate demand. Most ofthe receivers in- 
vited bids, which were difficult to get. The best 
Minnesota patents were held yesterday ut $7 50 
to $7 ‘75, and the best city mill patents at $7 75 
per barrel. ‘ 

From all the ports of the Atlantic seaboard, 
from Montreal to New-Orleans, the total clear- 
ances of wheat during last week were only 
23,285 bushels. Of this amount only one full 
boatioad of 8,000 bushels and a few trifling 
quantities left New-York, this boatload going 
to England. From Newport News 15,000 bush- 
els were shipped to Brazil. Cables show an in- 
crease in the amount on passage of both wheat 
and flour. The increase in wheat is 472,000 
bushels, making a total of 24,152,000. Dis- 
patches from ‘the interier report a free move- 
ment of wheat trom the Northwest, chiefly of 
low grade Spring. Farmers are said to be hold- 
ing back the choice grades for better prices. 
The exports of flour from the Atlantic ports 
were, in contrast with wheat, quite large last 
week, reaching in round numbers 223,000 bar- 
rels. A great part ef this is what was pur- 
chased early in the season, while many ship- 


ments are made on consignment direct from the 
wills.

The wind biew heavily in 


THE COMMITTEE SLEEPS 


CONNECTICUT DEMOCRATS ARE 
WITHOUT OGRGANIZATION. 
INCOMPETENT OFFICIALS WHOSE RE- 
TIREMENT WOULD’ BENEFIT THE 

PARTY IN THAT STATE, 

DANBoRY, Conn., Oct. 16.—In the last ten 
days I have come to understand the earnestness 
with which Mr. A. E. Burr of Hartford-spoke 
when be said that the Democratic National Com- 
mittee was ‘murdering’ the party in Congecti- 
cut. Tothis Mr. Burr might have added that 
the State Central Committee is doing its best to 
render the death painless. A more incompetent 
and useless piece of party machinery than this 
committee it would be difficult to imagine. If it 
passed out of existence to-day its demise would 
be a profitable event for the party. The junk 
shop yawns to receive it. It 1s lethargic and 
sleeping itself to death. 

I found the headquarters of the commiit- 
tee in two dingy rooms in a_- dingy 
hotel in Hartford. At 2 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon when [ visited the rooms there 
were three persons there. One was a visitor 
frem New-Hayen, another I understood 
to be the Secretary of the committee, Mr. John 
H. Pratt, a middle-aged, tired-looking man, and 
the third was Mr. Charles W. Comstock, an 
amiable young man, whose name appears below 
that of Chairman Clinton B. Davis in the list of 
otficers of the committee, with the title of ‘* As- 
sistant” followingit. Mr. Davis was not pres- 
ent, but he appeared in a few minutes. As I 
have already said, he is an active. energetic 
man, whose private affairs demand his time and 
attention—and, I fancy, get most of it. All Mr. 
Davis was prepared to say about the condition 
of the party in Connecticut was that he be- 
lieved Mr. Cleveland would carry the State. 
Details or reasons for this belief he could not 
give. His time was so occupied that he was 
unable to speak about the campaign. Attend- 
ing tosome routine matters, he dashed away, 


and a sweet and holy calm, heightened by the 
fling rain, settled down upon the ‘headquar- 
téts.” lt was a touching scehe, but stupefying. 

To an inquiry as te whether this spot was 
always so deserted Mr. Pratt cheerfully said: 
“Oh, no,’”’ and intimated that at times there 
were several persons there at once, [ was 
willing to accept this as a statement of fact 
and indisposed to criticise the committee and 
its surroundings from what might be an im- 
perfect understanding of ita methods, But in 
traveling through the State and talking with 
well-pogted men who know how the campaign 
in Connecticut 1s being conducted and how it 
should be run, I find that critielams sharper 
than could well be printed were and are being 
freely made. The State Committee is without 
respect ard without authority. Nobody pays 
the slightest attention to it, and in each town 
the work being done may be credited to the 
local committee: That this: work is in most in- 
stances well done is true, the local leaders 
having ceme to the conclusion that they must 
rely upon their own ‘efforts for what they hope 
to accomplish. 

Itis said that the State Committee has not 
met since the campaign opened. It is composed 
ot one member trom each of the 24 Senatorial 
districts in the State, but in the list of tewns 
from which these members come, such impor- 
tant cities and points as Meriden, Waterbury, 
Danbury, South Norwalk, Norwalk, and Ansonia 
dado not appear. The Senaterial districts in 
which they are situated are. of course, repre- 
sented on the committec, but the committeemen 
live 1n the smaller towns. In the matter of 
speakers the management of the campaign has 
been simply stupid. There haye been afew 
good speakers in the State, such as Mr. 
Dougherty, Bourke Ceckran, W. U. Hensel, and 
Gen. Cary, but important towns have beer en- 
tirely neglected. In South Nerwalk,fer in- 
stance, where the protected hat manufacturers 
are fighting niezht and day for high 
tariff “ and Harrison, not a Demo- 
cratic speaker has yet been seen, Tue 
local Democrats have urged and prayed that 
speakers be sent them. The State Committee 
tinally referred them to the National Commit- 
tee, and that body turned them over to Mr. 
Barnum, who, when last heard trom, was con- 
sidering whom he should send, The Democratic 
uational ‘ticket is growing stronger in that 
town every day, and most of the voters who 
were affected by the free-trade scare and an- 
nounced that they would not vote for Mr. Cleve- 
land, bave settled down and will vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. They are unable to see how the 
present tariff proteots when they are, asin the 
case of the hatters, idle four months out of the 
twelve. The population of South Norwalk is 
about 6,000, and of the tewn of Norwalk 
16,000. It is expected that 300 new voters, 
divided nearly equally between the two great 
parties, will be made this year. The Mugwumps 
of 1884 are Mugwumps still, and as there are 
about 200in the town they fort an important 
element. They are working hard for Mr. Cleve- 
land, and the expectation is that the plurality 
of 212 given Blaine in 1884 wil! be considera- 
bly. reduced. j 

Theugh South Norwalk has®reason to com- 
plain of ill treatment by the National Commit- 
tee this town has been still more unfortunate. 
The population of Danbury is 20,000 and the 
vote of the town this year will ag.regato 
4,200. Of these 500 or 600 will be new voters, 
of which the Democrats expect to get at least 
65 per cent. The chief imdustry of the town is 
the manufacture of hats. In 1884 the Demo- 
crats carried the town for Cleveland by 141 
plurality. At the same time the Prohibitionists 
cast 78 votes and the Labor Party 59. ‘Tne 
Prohibitionists are likely to swell their vote to 
100 and the Labor vote will mostly raturn to 
the Democrats. There seems to bs no reason to 
doubt that the Democratic plurality will be 
increased and possibly deubled. That such is 
the prospect is due to the active work of a few 
leading men in the party here who have be- 
come disgustéd with the do-nothing policy of the 
party organization and have taken things into 
their own hands. A few nights ago several of 
these gentlemen met quietly and organized 
something like an independent town committee 
te take the place of the present inecempetent 
body. Necessary sub-committees were appoint- 
ea and henceforward a vigorous campaign 
will be prosecuted. 

The amazing stupidity of the National Com- 
mittee in dealing with this important indastrial 
centre is almost past belief. Here as elsewhere 
among workingmen in the State there is great 
desire to hear the issues of the campaign dis- 
cussed by competent speakers. The Repub 
lieans have satisfied this demand, but the 
Democrats have tried in vain to induce the 
National Committee to send them speakers. 
Finally the committee notitied tha local organi- 
zation that a Philadelphia man would come 
here, on a cortain day and speak. Great prep- 
arations were made to receive him, a hall was 
hired, and tne lecal club, 200 strong, with a 
“band at its head, went to the station to meet 
the expected speaker at the hour when it 
was said he would arrive. He did not 
come, and the Democrats went to their 
homes. A little later in the day there ap- 
peared in town a,person described as *‘a dirty 
tramp with no cuffs, soiled linen, and a hat 
that loeked as if he had slept in 1t ali Sum- 
mer.” He was drunk, and after announcing 
that he had been sent as a substitute for tbe 
Philadelphian he gathered. a crowd around him 
in the principal hotel and told obscene stories 
till it was time for the meeting, insulted an in- 
telligent audience by a stupid irrelevant aa- 
dress, and was bundled out of tawn at the ear- 
liest possible moment. The effect of the efforts 
of this gem of the Nationul Committee's galaxy 
of jorators upeu the Danbury Democrats was not 
what could be desired. 

Ex-Governor “Tom’’ Waller is coming back 
from England to stump the State for the na- 
tional ticket and will make 10 speeches. In 
makirgg asignments for him Danbury has been 
overlooked, Dut the Democrats here propose to 
have Mr. Waller speak in this town if it is pos- 
sible, The ex-Governor is beyond doubt tho 


most popular Connecticut Democrat, and a Re- 
publican told me at Hartford that he was mare 
feared by the Republiean Party than any man 
living. One thing thac commends him to a 
good many young Democrats is that he dared 
to stand up and assert the rights of the young 
men when Mr. Barnum and William W. Eaton 
wore doing their best to strangle them, 

Mr. Barnum’s peculiar course in this cam- 
paign is not strengthening his hold upon the 
affection or contidence of the Connecticut Dem- 
ecrats. Some of the comments made upon him 
reflect views that are seldom  ertertained 
toward men in his position. A “ wet blankev’ is 
one of the mildest. 

MreBarnum is responsible for the condition 
of the party organization in Connecticut to-day. 
He has vceupied a position which has led the 
party to accept his orders wiper) much ques- 
tion. ‘They have been in the habit of. waiting 
till they heard from him, and this probably ex- 
mao in part the peaceful slumber into which 

he State Committee has fallen. The committee 
has relinquished to the national organization 
the furnishing of speakers and apparently the 
mahagementef the campaign, and that body 
seems to have turned it over to Mr. Barnum. 
Mr. Barnum is masterly inactive as far as his 
own State is eoucerned, and the \ehaotic condi- 
tion of of the party organization In this Stateis 
furnishing an opportune! for Republican en- 
deavors, for which the high-tariff men ought to 
be profoundly grateful.
